California Suffragets Say Own 
Selfish Sisters Most Opposed 
to Recent Victory. 


LAUDS MRS. M'CULLOCH. 


the men we had to fight to get the ballot in 
California. It was the women. The men 
were just as sweet as pie and we could do 
anything we wished with them, but the Indif- 
ference of a iarge section of the women to the 
cause and the active opposition of the anti- 
suffragists made us a great dea! of trouble.” 

This was the substance of a story told y¢es- 
terday by heroines of the recent suflirage vic- 
tory in the golden state at an experience 
meeting for their special benefit at the Chi- 
cago Woman's club. Catharine Waugh Mc- 
Cullech of Evanston. Mrs. Lowe Watson, 
president of the California Woman Sufirage 
league; Miss Frances Willis, a wealthy suf- 
frage worker of Los Angeies; and Miss Flor- 
ence Dwight of Pasadena did the talking. 

“Of course.’ said Mrs. Watson, “the 
‘antis* were annoying, but really so far as 
they were concerned. I1 think they did us 
more good than harm. Their arguments were 
so absurd, They turned hundreds of votes to 
our side.” 

Selfish Women a Peril. 

“The worst thing we had to contend with,’”’ 
eaid Mrs. McCulloch, “ was the apathy of 
the women. I regret to say their attituce 
was ond of the greatest obstacles. So many 
of them. trving in be~ utifu] and comfortable 
homes ard forgetful of others, said women 
had all the rights they wanted and any more 
responsibility ought to be shunned. The poor 
overburdened women thought we were go- 
ing to wrench them from the bosoms of their 
families and drag them to the polls, ° 

‘“‘“We didn't win by a greater margin in 
California, because the work of the ‘ antis ’ 
was so weak-hearted. If there had been 
more of the ‘antis’ there would have been 
a larger vote for women suffrage.” 


Praises Mrs. McCulloch’s Work. 

Much praise was bestowed upon Mrs: Me- 
Culloch by the California women who are 
on their way home after the national con- 
vyenticn in Louisville. 

‘“*No woman could have fitted into the need 
better than she.’’ said Mre. Watson. “ She 
carried out our policy of keeping sweet, and 
wae not aggressive and antagopistic to the 
men.

OPENS THE NAVAL STATION 


“The Panama canal,” said President Taft 
last evening. ‘‘ will be one of the greatest 
contributions which the American nation is 
to make to the progress of the world.” 

Mr. Taft delivered this message to the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce at its annual 
banquet in the Hotel Sherman. 

It will not be an investment from which 
financial profits ‘may be expected, but it wil! 
be givén to the world, the president said, in 
“that spirit of generosity which is typical of 
the city of. Chicago.”’ 

it will draw the eastern and western coasts 
of the United States closer together, bring 
about cheaper transportation, and make pos- 
sible the adequate protection of the republic 
by the navy in time of war, 


Traces History of Canal. 

Before 800 of the representative business 
and professional men of the city the president 
traced the history of the acquirement of the 
canal zone and of the digging of the big ditch. 
He said that much as he deplorés war, he 
realizes that, had it not been for the Spanish 
American war. the nation would not now be 
engaged in the great work. It was the forced 
voyage of the Oregon around the horn to 
come to the aid of the American fleet in At- 
lantic waters which pointed the need of the 
piercing of the isthmus of Panama. 

“I think it may be stated conservatively 
on the basis of the estimates of the engt- 
neers,’’ said Mr. Taft, *‘ that by July 1, 1918, 
the Oregon will pass through the canal ana 
thus demonstrate the purpose for which it 
was constructed.” 

This fitting suggestion that the Oregon 
ought to be the first craft to navigate the 
connecting channel between the two oceans 
was received by the guests of the associa- 
tion with prolonged applause. 


Would Favor Américan Ships. 

Then the president discussed at jength the 
future problems of the canal. He suggested 
that in the matter of tolls American vessels 
engaged in coastwise trace might be favored 
with reduced charges. 

The administration of the canal, he thought, 
ought to be a simple form of business man- 
agement under the control of congress. The 
government should handle all supplies at 
cost for the ships passing through the canal. 

The appearance of the president at the 
dinner of the associaticn closed a day of 
varied activity for the chief magistrate of 
the republic. Between his early rising and 
late retiring hour Mr. Taft made four im- 
portant speeches before as many different 
agsregations of citizens. mer and talked in- 
formaliy with hundreds of the business end 
professional men of the city, and received tile 
plaudits of countless thousands as he passed 
in his automobile through the downtown 
streets. 


Notable Speech Before Lawyers. 

He made a speech, predicting early estab- 
lishment of parcels post, before the Mining 
congress at its closing seesion in the morn- 
Ing. At noon he was the guest of the Chi- 
cago Bar association, where he delivered « 
notable address on the recall, blaming legis- 
lation for the faults of the jif@iciary. 

In the afternoon the president, accom- 
panied by Secretary of the Navy Meyer and 
Officials of the Commercial club, went out 
to Lake Bluff and dedicated the new naval 
training school. At this war college Mr. 
Taft's talk was of peace and of the contintie 
ance of peaceful relations with Canada. 


Spirit of Jollity at Banquet. 

The spirit of boyish jollity pei vaced tlie 
dinner of the Association of Commeice from 
the moment the guesis ook tacir places untii 
the sericus speechmaking began.

Chicagoans Assume Dignified 
Spirit of Possession Toward 
the Nation’s Chief. 


CURSORY CROWDS CHEER. 


It behooves a community that Is the execu- 
tive headquarters for a nation to become ac- 
customed to the sight of the ‘‘ first citizen of 
the land "’ abroad on the streets. There was 
not so much of the fresh vociferation by the 
populace yesterday that so extravagantly 
marked President Taft's arrival Friday even- 
ing. ‘Chicago now is bestowing a capital's 
quiet respect on its executive. 

A fll eight hours’ sleep resulted in an un- 
usualy beaming Mr. Taft yesterday morning. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock he was leisurely con- 
cerned with a refreshing bath and shave. 
In negligee it is said that the president lolled 
in the sunshine that pervaded his bright 
apartments on the third floor of the Black- 
stone hotel for more men fifteen minutes— 
alone and silent. 


Detectives Insure Quietude, 

It was his one chance for restfuj soliloquy 
during the lon#, busy day. For there were 
obtrusive friends, cabinet members, men with 
state, political, and personal business to fill 
every Vacant minute when he was not con- 
cerned with his four important engagements 
during the morning, afternoon, and night. 

The federal and city secret service, co- 
operating with hotel guards and patroimen, 
arranged that everything was calm and quiet 
outside the state suite during the night. 
Through the day the president's official Chi- 
cago bodyguard, comprising six detective 
sergeants from the police department, saw 
that his movements met no hindrance. 

These detective sergeants, who attended 
Mr Taft also on his former visits, are Sergts. 
James Bailey, John Rohan, Joseph Barry, 
George Cudmore, Lawrence Howe, and Wil- 
Mam 4. Morgan. 

‘Motley Crowd at Depot. 

Breakfast finished at 9 o'clock, the prest- 
dentand party immediately began prepara- 
tions to appear. at Orchestra Hall, where he 
addressed. the American Mining congregs. 
His exit from the private vestibule of the 
hotel caused a cheer that was hardly more 
than a manifestation of satisfied impati- 
ence. Few were outside the hotel. 

At Orehestra ha!l there again was an or- 
éerly, matter-of-fact reception. The presi- 
dent was back in his suite, unwearied by any 
taxing throngs, at 11:45. Within halt an 
hour he was on his way to the Hotel La 
Balle to attend the Chicago Bar association's 
luncheon—again in comparative quietude. 

His. arrival at the Northwestern station 
at 1:18 for the trip to the naval station at

Suburbs Are More Enthusiastic. 

But outside of Chicago the president re- 
ceived genuinely fresh, full blown enthusi- 
asm. He had traversed the same North- 
western tracks Friday evening, but in dark- 
ness, when none knew of his passing. 

All of the north shore villages had inhabi- 
tants at the stations to see the president's 
especial flash by yesterday, however. Resi- 
dences and business places were gay with 
flags. The station at Fort Sheridan seemed 
rarely well kept. The cannon outside were 
burnished to a mirrorlike gloss. At High- 
wood the cottage jewelry shop of R. E.“Win- 
ter displayed an American and British flag 
fluttering together on one mast. 

The procession through the elabovate 
grounds at the naval station lacked but one 
feature to complete its magnificence—Maj. 
Archibald Butt, the president’s military at- 
taché. Maj. Butt had-stayed behind because 
the exercises were purely of Gee 
cance and he is of the army, 


Midnight—and Taft Slumbers. 

There Were elegant trappings in the presi- 
dent’s entourage—admirais and high navy 
officials wore gold epaulets as big as brooms. 
There were shining swords and squads of im- 
maculate student sailormen. But there was 
no Maj. Butt—dashing, resplendent, courtly, 
dazzling. ‘The ceremonies were denied a 
happy flourish. 

At 5 o'clock the president was again mov- 
ing through the Chicago streets to the Black- 
stone, watched cursorily by an every wise 
assortment of pedestrians. 

At 7:20 he had chatted with a score of men 
and delegations, rested, dressed, and was 
leaving the Blackstone hotel for the Hotel 
Sherman, where the Chicago Association of 
Commerce. gave him a banquet. His time 
Was again engaged by Chicago until mid- 


night, when the lights winked out in room 


810, Blackstone hotel, where slept the presi- 
dent of the United States of America.

After this he was successively a pas- 
‘tor of St. Gabriel's church in this city, vicar 
general. in 1887, auxiliary bishop in 1895, and 
1 Srcpbiehap in , 1902. 

He was assistant at the poniifical throne in

Archbishop Farley is author of the “ Cath- 
olic Encyclopedia’ and monthly publica- 
tions; including “ The Cathedral College.”

O’Coénnell an Eloquent Speaker. 

Archbishop O’Connell,, who was appointed 
in 1907, is regarded as one of the most élo- 
quent preachers in the Catholic church in 
America and as possessed of executive abil- 
ity of a high order. 

He was born in Lowell, Mass., Dec. 8, 1859. 
He was baptized in St. Patrick's. church, 
in Lowell in.1859. He was graduated from 
the Lowell High school fn 1876. For the next 
three years he studied in St. Charles’ college 
in Maryland, conducted by the Sulpicians, 
and was graduated from there, going then 
to Boston college#trom which, be wasgrad- 

vated in 1881.

The city counct! last night appointed a com- 
mittee to’ make such an investigation with 
a view to the establishment by the city gov- 
ernment of a play censorship such as would 
conserve the morals of the city, and it ls not 
unlikely that the counct! committee and that 
of thé church federation will codperate for 
results, though making independent investi- 
gations and-arriving at conclusions without 
conference. 

The federation also’plans to take up the 
problem of restricting the illegal sale of 
liquor, enforcement of the laws relating to 
the social evil, protection for juveniles, and 
will discuss soon how far; if at all, it should 
go to make its influence felt in politics.

gled in Knot None Can Solve. 


CABINET SHIFT PUZZLE. 
Iusurance Bill Leads to Break in Both 
Leading Factions. 
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(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Oct. 28.—Parliament opened on 
Tuesday with British politics and political 
parties in a state of chaotic turmoil only 
equaled by the confused tangle presented in 
the important tissues with which it had to 
deal. Its assembly was immediately preceded 
by @ cabinet shuffle, the ministers changing 
places after a period when it might naturally 
have been expected that they would be well 
settling down to their various departments. 

One change which caused amazement was 
that of Winston Churchill from héme office 
to the navy. Various reasons are suggested 
for this change, but the fact ie that it is an- 
ether victory for the labor party. Churchill, 
as home secretary, had to cal: upon the troops 
during the recent strikes and this lost him 
popularity with the strikers who are further 
enraged by the report of the railway com- 
mission. Lioyd-George wants to win the 
workingman over to the insurance bill and 
Churchii! has declared that the strike is a 
weapon only for suicide. 

The opposition starts the session with 
Leader Arthur Balfour just emerging from 
another determined effort on the part of some 
of his party to force him from the leadership. 


Plan Big Halsbury Club, 

The B. M. G. (balfour Must Go) movement, 
which has made its initials an integral part 
Of tire contemporary political vocabulary, 
having failed at the great banquet of die 
hards during the constitutiona) crisis, has 
formed a Halsbury club for earnest, active 
Unionists. But Mr. Balfour remains the 
only man able to handle the party in the 
house of commons. 

The Laborites are quarreling among them- 
selves and with the government over the in- 
surance bill. 

The Redmondites begin the session calm 
and united, satisfied the Laborites and the 
opposition demurred to the government's 
proposals, which practically amount to force- 
ing the bill through the house almost without 
discussion, 

The insurance bill, according to Lioyd- 
George. will take $85.000,J00 annually from 
the rich and give the money to the poor. 
The latter complain that the better off and 
stronger of the working classes will benefit 
most, while the weak, the sick, and the un- 
employed and allwomen will get only a little. 


Insurance Bill Changed Often. 

Sixteen clauses of the insurance bill have 
been amended 86 that there are bardly three 
lines of the original Wil unaltered, Lioyd- 
George acknoWledging that the bill was 
benefited thereby. There remain sixteen 
clauses of the first part of the bill that have 
not been @iscussed. They deal with the in- 
surance for sickness and disdblement as pro- 
vided by ffiendly societies, trade unions, and 
sick benefit clubs. To this discussion the gov- 
ernment has allotted fifteen days. 

One momentous clause has been passed 
after nine hours’ discussion and the govern- 
ment amendments to the clause are complete- 
iy transformed.

CAMPS UP 


Explorer Caught in Monsoon While on 
Mountain! 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 28.—Writing from ‘“ Camp, 
Sept. 9,°. Mrs, Fanny Bullock Workman, 
the mountain climber, In a letter posted at 
Skarkie on Sept. 25, gives further details 
of her exploration of the Himalayan glaciers. 

Mrs. Workman says the climax of the sum- 
mers work was the crossing of the Saltoro 
pass at a height of 18,300 feet on Aug. 19 


and a visit of three weeks to the great Sia- 
chen ,or Rose glacier, reputed to be the, 
largest and longest in Asia. It has never 
yet been measured, but is probably fifty 
miles long. It cannot be ascended from the 
tongue from May 15 to Sept. 15 owing to 
the depth of the Nubra river, which flows 
therefrom, and the presence of dangerous 
quicksands. The only summer approach is 
by the great Saltoro pass and the descent 
of the Saltoro glacier, which taps the Sai- 
chen at a height of 16,000 feet. 


Camp at Height of 16,000 Feet. 

The first European to cross the Salioro was 
Dr. Longstaft, who accomplished this feat 
in June, 1900, and descended toward the Sai- 
chen, remaining one day on the glacter and 
returning by the same route. 
| Baltistan, Mra. Workman's Italian guide, 

with porters and eighty coolies, reached the 
barreéh mountain on the flank of the upper 
Saichen on Aug. 20 in.a violent snow storm, 

The base of her camp was madé at a height 
of over 16,000 feet. The minimum tempera- 
ture for two nights ‘was 5 degrees Fahrenheit, 
when it cleared up and a rush was made for 
the source of the glacier, fifteen miles to 
the northwest. 

One of the higMest branches was ascended 
to ite origin at a height of 10,000 feet. After 
descending to another base, whéeré Mrs. Work- 
man saw a few patches of grass, she found 
a second affluent, and ascended to a height 


of 19,000. feet and stopped in a great snow | 
platform. 


Caught in Monsoon 91,000 Feet Up. 
A 21,000 foot mountain was ascended, on 
which the party was caught in a monsoon 
ehd driven back to camp, Thirty miles of ! 
the glacier were travereed without any sign ' 

} of wood. A number of large ibexes were seen. 
Notwithstanding the storms and the difficulty 
of obtaining supplies, the éxpedition re re | 
mained on the Saichen until Sept. 15, and 
secuted new and interesting glaciological and 

geographical information. 

Mts. Workman is the first woman who ever 
wet fodt-on thé Rose glader. She concludes 
her story by saying: 

" We placed eight big stone cairns on the 
Saichen ané its affluents and explored much 
where no human fé6t hed trod, but much } 
remains to Be Gune before the problems of ; 
this glorious stow area are solved.”

Marvelous Spectacle Is 


‘The Garden of Allah.’’ 


By Barns Mantle. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence.}+—"The Garden. of 
Aliah” has been produced and the tewn is dry of superlatives. 
Every adjective carrying a dramatic editor's approval was used 
in an effort to describe the scenic beauties of this most woan- 
derful spectacle, and there was practically a riot when the 
reserves were called from hidden dictionaries aud forced te 
work overtime. | 
' If George Tyler never does another thing in the theater, he 
has hung the scenic investiture record so high with this produe 
tion that it will be years and years before it ever is taken down 
first, because he is the only manager who would risk the 
money it has. cost, and, second, becnuse there are not more 
than four stages in the country on which such a spectacle could 
be staged. <ncidentaliy the Chicago Auditorium is one of them, 
and probably some months hence you will have the privilege of 
catching this glimpse of the wide Sahara and the lofty palms 
of Count Anteoni’s garden. 

In making a play from the book Mr. Tyier and his assistants 
have hewn close to the atmosphere and let the drama fall 
where it may. The thing is so big that it literally dwarfs both 
players and play. They are bout pygmies of the foreground; the 
drama no more than a bright silken cord running through @ 
tapestry. It catches and holds your attention because of the 
natural curiosity to find out where it goes, but it has little 
importance in the general scheme. 

Here is a desert scene that, with the aid of a perfect system @ 
lights, fades away into a dim horizon as naturally as the gray 
stretches of Lake Michigan. It. the foreground a foot of real 
sanu covering the dunes silences the footfdlls of a passing 
caravan. Across the wastes the illusion of a rising sun is 
perfectly simulated, and before it an Arab trave.er dismounts 
from his came! and makes impressive obeisance. No sound is 
heard save the “O-osh!” “O-osh!” of the drivers as they” urge 
the desert ships up and down the dunes and across the stage. 
But the atmosphere (and the odor of the great, fascinating 
waste, according to Hichéns, has been imparted to the audience, 


Second Scene Hotel Verandah. 

The second scene shows the verandah of the Hotel du Desert, 
w’th Dominie Enfilden contentedly smoking a cigaret upon its 
balcony. The formal meeting of Dominie and her, apostate 
monk, Boris Androvsky, here takes place. The third scene is 
a street in Beni-Mora, crowded with real Arabs and elcked 


with real Arabic, and the first part of the piay ends with the 
ladies of the stomach dance performiiig nervously but dis 
creetly just ihis side of a dance hail braw! that is rea.istically 
done, though it in n0 way advances the story of the piay. 

Part Il. is given over to the wonderful garden scene. Sixty 
foot palms line ‘the front of the stage, and fill it to the rear 
wall of the theater: there is a noisy brook rushing toward a 
m'niature waterfall; through the treés two avenues stretch 
away to the edge of sands that burn under the sunlight and 
not only give a perfect illusion of distance but jiterally make 
you feel the restful shadows of the Edenlike garden. You are 
in the midst of i: and its beauties are yours, Certainly nothing 
that playgoers of our generation have seen equals the sheer 
beauty of this stage garden, wnd ‘rere there“her another thing 
in the dramatic version of the muth talked of novel it still 
won'd be worth seeing for this one pictrre. 

It is here that Dominie hears Androvsky’s avrowal of lore, 
here that his torrent passion pk;sically overwhe.ms him, a.d, 
‘alling to the ground, he embraces the white robed figure of his 
queen with sufficient ardor to displace a kneecap. And it is 
here, too, that at least 60 cents’ worth of the Hichens poetry is 
spilled effectively upon the aromatic surroundings. Lewis 
Waller, the English romantic cctor brought: over to play this 
part, had the honvur of watching and listening to an audience 
of 3,000 people rise to him following this scené, and cheer him 
at its close as if he were a po.itical hero.

Sand Storm Most Realistic. 


Part IIL. shows the uesert again, firat in the throes of a ¢con- 
vincing storm in which clouds of sand eddy and settle and rise 
again in whirlwinds that, though they are all accomplished 
with lights, are so realistic there is a general coughing in the 
audience, as if the air actually were filied with dust. Throoch 
the storm the tent of Dominie and Androvsky, now on their 
honeynioon, flaps in the wind at one side, and far away at the 
back other tents are seen half buried under the sand. It is 
evening and mysterious shadows chase the sun rays down be 
hind the desert’s edge, Here Androvsky’s secret is learned 
and his confession made to Dominie in a speech at least one 
yard long. This, too, was superbly read by Waller, and simply 
placed the matinée-girls, as you might«say, hors du combat. 

Part IV. discloses a scene outside the Trappist monastery, 
with the ultramarine Mediterranean stretching away in the diss 
tance. Here the renunciation and the farewells, with Androv 
sky returning to the vows be had broken and Dominie urging 
him to his duty to God. The play really ends in a sigh with 
this concluding situation, but there is sti!] an epilogue—another 
view of the Anteoni garden, five years later, showing Dominie 
draped effectively over a wonderful marble wall, ‘gazing away 
toward the monastery, while at her feet plays the 5 year old 
son of Boris, whom, we fee! assured, will not become a monk 
when he grows up. 

If architecture be frozen music, then “The Garden of 
Allah” is crystallized poetic atmosphere, and whether you 
agree or not that all the descriptions of the tropical Hichens 
slipped past the posta! authorities are worthy of a dramatic 
exploitation, it ig quite impossibice for you to wet away from 
the spell of “The Garden of Allah” as Mr. Tyler and Hugh 
Ford, his stage manager, and the Messrs. Gates and Morange, 
his scene painters, have staged It, 


“The Only Son’’ Remarkable. 


Quite a remarkable drama is on show here now and com- 
paratively little attention has been paid it, because of the 
recent conflict of more spectacular openings. This is Winchell 
Smith’s “ The Only Son,” current at the Gaiety. with Wallace 
Edinger a featured player. It presents with astonishing 
directness a present day domestic problem, and soives it, if not 
conventionally, at least reasonably, and through it ryns that 
strong current of human appeal which keeps an audience at 
attention from curtain to curtain. 

A family of idle rich are living in New York as the idle rich 
usually are presumed to live. The father continues bis rough 
search for more millions, the daughter wooes the sap-headed 
owner of a title, the mothet dabbles in society and sits for her 
portrait, and the only son spends his allowance ‘or wine and 
devotes his time to the chorus. Suddenly a family explosion. 
In the effects of the artist, now dead, to whom the mother had 
been sitting are found ineriminating letters from her to him, 
These are offered to the husband for a price by the detective 
who found them. 

The husband, before he completes the barzain, accuses his 
wife, receives her hysterical admission of guilt, and orders 
her first to tell her children of her shame and then to leave hig 
house. In an impressive and dramatic scene the children are 
told, The daughter. upbraiding her mother for having brought 
disgrace on the family, sides with the father. The son. stand- 
ing dazed and helpless at the siue of the room, gradnally potty 
bimeelf together, walks over tc the crushed fictre of his 
mother, and inquires, quietly and without heroics: “Welt 
where shall we go?’ | 

In the succeeding acts the boy fichts his father, delays the 
proposed action for divorce and consequent scandal tntil he 
can get possession of the incriminating letters. and finally 
throngh a succession of Lapnenines no more theatrical than 
need be. saves his mother, and in saving her ssvea himeelf, tf

Yet the law ts openly. broken every day 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. From time to time up starts a “ com- 
mon informer,’’ with the result that the pro- 
ducing manager is at once called upon to pay 
a fine of greater or less importance. For

THE PRESIDENT ON THE TRUSTS. 


was one of the most fm portant he has deliv- 
ered sinee he left Washington. On the 
great questions of the hout—what do the 
trust deelsions mean, and what does the ad- 
ministration intend to do—his remarks are 
not much more helpful though perhaps more 
reassuring to “‘ business” than any of his 
statements since the oil and tobacco deci- 
sions were handed down. | 

The president all along has insisted that 
these decisions ate perfectly clear and that 
every corporation now knows what is the 
matter with it, ifanything, and what it must 
do to avoid the heavy hand of justice. 

But, wnfortungtely, the business and 
financial world is in no ach happy stete. 
and it cannot be charged with stubboru 
blindness, signee disinterested men of all 
classes, legal luminaries, financial and busi- 
ness leaders, and the rank and file as well 
are frankly at sea. In the very issue of 
Tue Trisunn which published the presi- 
dent's Chicago address, no less a lawyer 
than Richard Olney declared iy the first ar- 
ticle of Tum Tripune trust series, “ that the 
situation the court has substituted is one 
in which the law is no longer clear—in which 
combinations must be adjudicated legal be- 
fore there can be certainty as to the law- 
fulness of their organization ‘or the inno- 
cence of their promoters, in which every 
case must be a law unto itself and unto itself 
alone, and in which reasonableness, the su- 
preme test of the validity of combinations 
and of the nonguiltiness of the combiners, 
is a highly fluctuating factor, necessarily 
varying with the kind of business, with the 
time and place where carried on, with the in- 
dispensableness of the business in its rela- 
tion te other business and the general wel- 
fare, with the extent of domestic and for- 
eign competition, and with a multitude of 
other circumstances, chief among which will 
always be found to be the length of the chan- 
cellor’s foot.” P 

He adds: “Surely, if before the latest 
trust decisions big business was handicapped 
because it knew it to be carried on against 
the law, it is now none the lesa severely 
handicapped beeause, until the court gives it 
its benediction, it can never know whether 
its status is legal or illegal.” 7 

Furthermore, the distinguished and very 
able senior senater from Ohio, Mr. Burton, 
in his recent book, “ Corporations and the 
State,” concedes the uncertainty of the 
present situation and points out that one 
question—a very important one-—which the 
court “has not settled conclusively is, 
whether @ combination of competing con-. 
cerns brought about not by coercion Dut by 
mutual consent, which does not stifle the 
competition of rival concerns, is contrary 
to law.” The decision also leaves uncer- 
tain, says Senator Burton, whether the 
holding company form of organization, in 
and of itself, would be considered illegal. 

The president, however, maintains his po- 
sition that the question of whether a combt- ° 
nation or its methods are obnoxious to the 
law is easy for men to determine, On this 
he says: | 

Of course, we have to have great plants and great 
corporations to wield the capital necessary to re 


duce the cost of production; but thet is ene thing. 
It is another thing to combine the plants for the 
purpose of controlling prices and destroying com- 
petition and establishing @ monopoly. 

‘And nd business can tell me it is 4 queetion for 
a jury. A jury would settle it in two minutes-the 
difference between the purpose of uniting plants 
for the purpose of reducing the cost of productiog 
and that of uniting plants and all of them and 
putting some out of commission for the purpose of 


establishing @ monopoly. 
It ie an issue of fact as to intent and purpose, 


and the law is to be enforced according to thet 
line, and it is a man’s own @omecience that is te 
tell him whether he ts violating that statute cr not 
when he understands the simple construction that 
the Supreme court has given it. 
Unfortunately, as we have said, the busi- 
ness world does not look upon the decisions 
es simple and understandable. Amid the 
complex net of business tactics and inter- 
relations developed under a competitive sys- 
tem, neither the business man nor his lawyer 
yet thinks he will be able to distinguish 
safely, among methods hitherto the legiti- 
mate strategy of competitive warfare, those 
which are lawful from those which are not, 
We believe the president underestimates 
the difficulties of such judgment, the rea- 
sonableness of the uncertainty now prevail- 
ing over the “ reasonable” or “ undue re- 
straint’ test, and the extent and persist- 
ence of the repression whieh American busi- 
ness and finance will suffer unless more light 
is thrown or more definite tests suggested. 

On the question of the nature of organiza- 
tion and combination and the tests to ve 


applied to this phase of the problem the 


president disposes at least of the query 
whether mere size is the criterion, and in so 
doing emphasizes the test of intent. 

Kow, the question has been put, is mere bigness 
of @ corporation a violation ef that law? Well, 
there is nothing In the gecisions of the Supreme 


{ court and there is nothing in the statute that says 


so. What'the Supreme court says is that under 
that statute the men engaged in the business of 
the Standard Oil company united together for the 
purpose of establishing a monopoly for the purpose 
of suppressing competition, for the purpose of con- 
' trelling prices, and it was the combination with 
that purpose, effected as it was, that made the 
Standard Oil company a conmibination tn violation 
of that statute. And so, too, with the American 
Tobacco company. | 

It wae not its mere bigness; it was that it went 
out end gathered in on every side companies that 
were engaged in the same business for the purpose 
of ‘suppressing competition, for the purpose of con- 
trolling prices, for the purpose of establishing « 
monopoly. 

Hence, mere bigness of a plant, or a company, op

But he found it so hard to get his next 
productions printed that he concluded that 
he must print them himself. He consoled 
bimself with the thought that it would be 
moat healthful to thus “ alternate between 
mental and physical activities.’ He had 
need for all possible consolation for he soun 
found that he had not enough money to 
buy types and a printing press. Aroused by 
this obstacle he set out to discover a new 
way to get his thoughts on paper. Sterev- 
typing with sealing wax and @ dough of 
clay, sand, flour, and coal dust, etching 
om copper, zinc, and stone, and finally the 
art which he called stone printing, now 
known as lithography, followed.

Among others there are a number of 
letters of Cardinal Richelieu, of King Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, the hero of the Thirty Years’ 
war, of Cardinal Magarin, and of Frederick 
the Great. Worthy guardian of ali these 
literary treasures, Count Karl Bonde has 
published many volumes of‘ correspondence 
and of anetdote, especially of the reign of 
Gustavus II. 

There are few families who have played a 
more notable role in the history of Sweden 
than that of Bonde. For it has furnished not 
only numerous archbighops, field marshals, 
premiers, and grand seneschalsg to the king- 
dom, but’ itkewise two kings, one of whom is 
the national saint, namely, St. Eric, who 
reigned over Sweden from 1131 te 1160, and 
Charles VIII., who ruled from 1488 to 1470. 
In the seventeenth century Baron Gustav 
Bonde was president of the Council of Re- 
gency during the minority of Charles XI. 


oo 

A Count Charlies Bonde was the plenipo- 
tentiary of Gweden at the court of Versailles 
in the reign of Louis XIV., and a Gustav 
Bonde was grand chamberlain of the court 
of Stockholm to the last of the Vasa kings 
of Sweden, at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century. The father of Count Karl Bonde 
was special ambassador to notify the foreign 
powers of the accession to the throne: of 
~Charies XV., uncle of the present king. 

I hear that the count’s voyage across the 
Atlantic and his arrival in America are due 
to his complete amazement at the idea that 
a nephew should have been regarded as dis- 
qualified from marrying the daughter of 
Edmund K. Stallo, on the ground of alleged 
social inferiority. This has appeared so In- 
conceivable to Count Bonde that hé has come 
to the United States to obtain an explana- 
tion ard to right his young kinsman. It 
seems strange, however, that this should 
have been necessary. For any one at the 
Swedish legation at Washington could have 
furnished all the necessary information con- 
cerning young Nils Florman’s social status, 
of hie relationship to the historic house of 
Bonde, and of the place occupied by the lat- 
ter, not oniy in Sweden, but indeed every- 
where in Europe. aoe

Although the new Turkish cabinet is popu- 
larly regarded as Anglophile, yet one ofits 
principal members was subjected some years 
ago te one of those affronts by Great Britan 
which it muat be difficult, especially to. an 
oriental, to forgive. For on the death of 
Musurus Pasha in London inquiry was made 
by the sublime porte, at the English foreign 
office, whether Rechid, then a mere bey and 
minister plenipotentiary at Rome, would be 
acceptable as a successor, the response be- 
ing to the effect that he would be received 
as persona grata at the court of St. James. 

Rechid was recalled from Rome to Stam- 
boul, wag intrusted by Sultan Abdul Hamid 
with the post of ambassador in London, his 
appointment being thereupon officially and 
publicly gazetted. Not until then did the 
Turkish government receive an intimation 
to the effect that King Edward objected to 
him on the ground thet he did not posses 
the social standing, the private means, or 
the necessary influence with the sulten to 
qualify him for the ambassadorship or to 
promote friendly relations between the two 


countries.

Maurice Oettingen was therefore the only 
grandson of old Princess Pauline Metter- 
nich-Sandor, and who, after governing the 
fashions throughout her stay in Paris as 
ambassadress, has ever since been the ac- 
knowledged leader of the great world at 
Vienna, the queen of the revels of that gay 
capital, and the organizer of every succegsfy] 
charitable entertainment.

These new arrivals 
from strange shores come to us upoa 

. invitation. They are going to make 
this town their home, learn our ways 
and share in our work and life. 
_- What sort of a reception shall we give 
this deputation from the land of the great 
unknown? What quarters shall we provide 
or them; what food, what air, and whac 
pportunities for rest to recuperate after 
the tedious journey? 

As a matter of human responsibility and 
civic pride we should appear at our best 
and do our handsomest by them. They are 
apt to show up in the poorest homes of the 
-eity—they bave their own way about that; 
we cannot direct them nor can we foretell 
where they will appear. 

If we are going to do the right thing we 
must do it at the right time—this means 
now. The first thing to do is to find out 
where and when our guests will come. For 
this purpose we have a reception commit- 
tee of physicians and midwives, who are to 
watch their approach and announce their 
arrival. This committee must be well trained 
| for the proper execution of the honorable 
task assigned them. Conscientious prepars- 
tion and frequent rebearsals are required.

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To speak frankly, numerous instances in 
the past have proved that the midwives on 
the committee have not always shown the 
necessary preparation and skill in handling 
the little passengers. They are, perhaps, 
not conscious of the high honor bestowed 
upon them and of the sacred obligations 
which are theirs to fulfill, We can only 
say that they will havé to gain the conti- 
dence of the public by showing themselves 
in every way fit to do what is expected of 
them or get off the committee. 

This committee is to be on hand when 
the life train arrives, help the passengers.out 
of the coaches, and attend to their imme- 
diate wants. After that the community 
at large will take charge of them. But be- 
fore this committee can be honorably dis- 
charged its members must notify the pyblic 
authorities where and when the visitors 
have arrived. .

A good roads scouting trip through Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, and Virginia,

West, 
in his turn, has excellent support for @ no trump, 
but nothing in the heart sult, and is obliged to 
pass, while the cards held by east do not justify 
a bid of two no trumps and the game is thrown 


ssp tap more serious objection arises from the fact 
that it is often possible to stop the heart suit with 
the lead coming from north, but not whén the lead 
comes up to the weak hand.

GOSSIP OF HARNESS HORSES 


M. E. MeéHenry, Well Known 
Driver, Seriously Ill at Home. 


FIRST APPEARANCE IN 1886, 


After Initial Suecess Reinsman Comes 
‘to Front by Leaps. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE 

I am informed that the iliness of the well 
known driver, M. E. McHenry. who recent- 
ly made the trip from a Detrvit hosp: tal to 
the home cf his mother at Geneseo, Dl, 
is of a serious character, with the cnances 
against speedy recovery. The disease is an 
inipoverished condition of the blood, and the 
chances are McHenry Will not ve abies to 
train end drive this year. 

Thero never was a better reinsman than 
Myron McHenry, and in an experience of 


over thirty years on the trotting turf I have 


seen just two who-can be considered his 
equals—Den Mace and Thomas W. Murphy. 
Mace was oi the/old school, being in his de- 
cline when McHenry was beginning to show 
prominértiy. and Murphy came across the 
trotting hctizon Hke a blazing c»m>: after 
McHenry practically had abandoned the 
harness horses, his sulky rides in the last 
six years having been few and far be 
tween. 

It was just about a quarter of a century 
ago that the turf began to talk about Mc- 
Henry. Previous to then he had driven e 
number of fair to medium trotters in the 
middie west and won his share of the races 
in which they were engaged. He hed begun 
modestly by making his appearance one 
Fourth of July at Galva, Ill, and winning 
a race that was not contested on a regular 
track, the course being four \times around. 
the public square. From that day McHenry 
thought of nothing but horses, and, once he 
had a chance to’perform professionally, it 
was no time at all until he was recognized 
as a first class reinsman 


First Appearance in 1886. 

It was in 1886 the Illinols boy made his 
first essay in the grand circuit, the star of 
his string being the chestnut mare Mabel 
A., that was Iowa bred on both sides, being 
by Attorney and out of a mare by Tramp. 
Mabel A. took a record of 2:23% that season, 
a creditable performance in those days for a 
green trotter compelled to pull a high wheel 
sulky, and the masterly manner in which, 
the unknown young man from Illinois han- 
dled the mare convinced the-old heads of 
the turf that a genius in the driving line 
had arrived. Like Tom Murphy, who came 
two decades later, McHenry went to the 
front in a bound, and once there it was im- 
possible to dispute his superiority. 

Once started McHenry broughtout such a 
host of trotters, all of them worth something 
in the racing way, many of them winners of 
important races, and a few that were real 
cracks. In 1887 Mabel A. being outclassed, 
he had a great bread winner in the gelding 
Butterscotch he picked up in Michigan as an 
unknown, and gave a record of 2:20. 

Two years later McHenry took the trot- 
ting stallion Bonnie. McGregor, not rated 
high by the generality of horsemen, and 
won with him in 2:13% Another good 
stallion with which his name is asso- 
clated is Lobasco, 2:10%. That horse like- 
wise came fronr Iowa, being by Egmont and 
ou: of a mare by Gen. Hatch, and although 
his record was creditable in its day, it does 
nut represent the real speed of the stallion, 
McHenry often telling me Lobasco should 
have bad a mark of 2:07-or better, : 


Famous as Driver in 1895. 

About 1895 McHenry. who then was fa- 
mous, got hold of the trotter Phebe Wilkes, 
and icr two seasons she was one of the real 
stars among the class trotters. Phabe was 
hard to beat at any stage of the game, but 
under the management of McHenry she be- 
come one of the topnotchers, and it is ques- 
sjonable whether any other man could have 
done nearly as well with the daughter of 
Hambletontan Wilkes a did “* white wings,” 
by which nickname McHenry was known by 
reason of his choosing white for his racing 
colors and driving with arms high when the 


finish was close, or a tired horse needed lift-— 


ing all the way down the homestretii.. At 
that tine McHenry made headquarters at 
Freepo:t, Ill., and many a good trotter he 
turned out that received its education over 
the mile course there. 

Phoebe Wilkes took ber record of 2:08% in 


1895, and the same season McHenry was fuss . 


ing with a 2:year old roan fijly, 4 daughter of 
Jay Bird, that had been entered by her 
breeder in all the futurities for trotters, but 
that. wanted to pace. This filly was Rose 
Croix, that the folflowing season as a 3 
year old won the Kentucky Futurity, worth 
$10,250 to the first horse. Rose Croix was a 
fine example of McHenry’s skill as a trainer 
and ¢river. In addition to being a natural 


pacer the had an assortment of moods and | 


tempers that would have baffled the ordinary 
trainer, even if they had not set him crazy. 
But McHenry had seen the daughter of Jay 
Bird take a few steps at the trot that con- 
vinced him she was the making of a colt 
stake winner if only her peculiarities could 


be overcome. 
How He Trained Rose Croix. 

He finally got the nag balanced as to action, 
and then put ina long bot summer teaching 
her to behave in company and do what was 
asked of her when it was ‘asked. He raced 
her against aged horses over half mile tracks, 
taking a chance she might be run into and 
hurt. but: when October came and the big 
Kentucky Futurity, the biggest prize of the 
year, was to be trotted Rose Croix was there 
with the speed and the manners. The best 
mile in the race was 2:14. but Rose Croix was 
easy all the time and later took a mark of 
2:11%. Then McHenry made a pacer of the 
mare and her mark at that way of going is 
2:15%, made the first time she turned for the 
word at the new gait. Then she went lame 
and now is a broodmare. 

About 1900 McHenry became associated 
with the late Tom Keating, a fine horseman, 
who began coming east from California with 
some good nags. It was not long until Keat- 
ing was secured by James Butler of New. York 
City to manage his horses, and with the out- 
side ones Keating picked up from year to year 


the combination, with McHenry to do the ~ 


driving, the stable was about Invincible. I¢ 
would take a book to tell properly the story 
of what McHenry did with the Butler and 
Keating horses. |

This brings us to a point that too often Is 
forgotten by many men in control of offices 
and factories: Reduce all friction to the 
minimum. Friction is different from work. 
It is much more like worry. Now, while it 
is obvious that men are paid to submit to 
inevitable friction, can there be any reason 
why unnevessary friction should not be 
avoided? There is a thrill of pleasure in 
working in a system that runs as smoothly 
as clockwork, but there is nothing’ but an- 
noyance disgust in working in a chaos 
of papers and books so arranged as to make 
the employé continually trip himself up and 
run against sharp angles. A business sys- 
tematizer ought to be called in in such cases 
to make a new system that will seve money 
to the employer and constant friction to the 
employés.

System of Instruction Helps. 

One method of avoiding much trouble is 
to have an adequate system of instruction 
for such positions as are numerous enough 
to be frequently vacated and filled. Most 
employés are started with only a half idea 
of what they are to do, whereas if the office 
maintained a-regular book of instructions 
for new men this could be easily avoided. 
In too many offices of large corporations the 
bulletin board regulations are not compiled 
or codified and the new employé is forced 
to struggle along as best he can. 

Justice is a term that should be respected 
just as much in the business world as in the 
law oourts and the philosopher’s study. 
Don’t promote this or that man for no other 
reason that that he is of your own nation- 
ality or your own neighborhood or because 
he is a son of your friené Jones. Let the 
best man win. If- you do not you are prac- 
tically taking money out of his pocket. 

A commendable pian is an annua! dinner. 
given to the employés of the company or to 
those of some one large department. This 
maintains a good feeling between the men 
and their superiors in the work. Of course, 
in a small office, where the personal touch 
is continuous, such a plen would not always 
be applicable. 

As a matter of policy as well as of kindness 
all employés ought to be given every possi- 
ble chance to learn the other parts of the 
business, especially if this will in any way 
increase their earning power. Too frequently, 
however, we find that the employer is anxious 
to keep each man in his subordinate position. 
ignorant of everything ¢«lse in the whole 
factory or office. Such a policy is utterly 
selfish and often works great harm to the 
boss himeelf.

ness ethics.

rake the offer would not do so unless he could or 
thought he could, offer more pay for the services 
required than the person he has in view is receiving, 
ana the person receiving tye offer would not con- 
sider it unless it was enous better to warrant the 
change. 

Using my personal experience in this case, will 
state that while working for a big law firm I was 
offered three or four positions by otherfirms. The 
parties in question not knowing what I was able to 
carn with this firm thought they could make me a 
better offer. When I stated to them what I was 
able to average per month they at once realized 
they could offer me nothing better than I had, and 
that ended the interview, but I felt highly compli- 
mented at being considered by them. 

This incident did not cause any unpleasantness, 
but on the contrary when I would tell the firm that 
such another firm had offered me @ position, but 
that my present position was better than the offer 
made, the firm felt flattered and if there was any- 
tring they could do to assist me in increasing my 
earnings they did it willingly. Now, if the offer 
made me had been enough better to warrant my 
making the change I am certain that the firm I had 
served faithfully for severe! years, if not able to do 
anything more toward my advancement, would 
have been pleased at my promotion, and, the post- 
tien with them being a good one, they would have 
had no trouble in securing the services of a compe- 
tent person to fill the place left by me.

More Craftsmen America’s Need; 
“Skilled Hand” Workman Passing

T an Informal discussion before the 
Advertisers’ club of Louisville, Ky., 
recently a question was raised which 
+ opened the eyes of* those present and 
greatly interested them in the subject. 
The point was made that modern American 
boys are so averse to labor that soils the 
hands and clothes, so unwilling to become 
skilled artisans, and so unhappy in an ar- 
tistic craft that brings about these results, 
that it is a matter of much difficulty to get 
recruits for the printing trade from their 
ranks. When the older workmen die there 
will be no new ones to take their places. 
This complaint was emphasized by this 
instance: It appears that there is a scholar- 
snip offered in one of the technical schools of 
another city for good printing work, and for 
five years it has been found impossible to 
find a qualified young man to apply for it. 
There seems to be a general belief that 
were it not for our foreign born citizens 
there would soon be an end to high class 
printing in America. 
This would seem to indicate a deplorable

and fatal defect in our system of education, 
If our boys are so determined to be well 
dressed manikins only, then young America 
is in a bad state, indeed. If there are no 
aspirants for a craft that is almost a fine 
art there must be practically no young Amer- 
icans preparing themselves for the less at- 
tractive vocations. 

They do these things better in Germany. 
There is there more respect for the crafts, 
and less interest in purely personal appear- 
ance. This is helped out by elaborate tech- 
nical and vocational schools that lift students 
above the commercial and merely mechanicas 
standards.

Don’t use stamps when you can secure a 
“permit ”’ which assures you freedom from 
*“ held for postage "’ correspondence. 

Don’t throw circulars loose in sacks, tie 
them into bundles, those destined for each 
state separate, and if you have enough of 
one office to tle up direct, do so. It will save 
time. If your mail is sufficient to place each 
state In a sack by itself, do not fail to do so. 
The postoffice will furnish al! necessary sacks 
free of charge. 

x * 
Let Contents Fit Envelope. 

Don't select an envelope larger than its 
contents if it is a stamped envelope, as it is 
Hable to double. over, covering stamips, thus 
preventing the canceling machine from hit- 
ting stamp. If stamp is not hit by the ma- 
chine, it is laid aside and later canceled by 
hand, an unavoidable delay on the postof- 
fice’s part. 

Don't let an unusual! quantity of mall cause 
you worry, get into tduch with the postoffice 
Gepartment and they will advise you to secure 
pre-canceled stamps. ‘That is, stamps that 
they will cancel at the time of purchase. 
Then the postoffice will send you a picked 
crew of distributers who will call at the 
printer’s and “route” your envelopes and 
you can then insert the contents and tie in 
bundles ready for the railway mail. No 
opening and dumping of sacks. This routing 
is done free of expense to you. 

Don't use dark envelopes and dark ink, or 
light envelopes and light ink, as any kind 
of writing under light is bad enough but the 
above named are simply unreadable. 

Don't use a large, stiff card for a circular. 
The largest pigeon hole we have is not over 
five inches wide and some of these cards are 
8x10 inches. If you must use a large card use 
a pliable one so it can be placed in a pigeon 
hole without bending. 

Don’t use a folder with a metal clip. It 
might look good to you, but Is a nuisance 
pure and simple, and the distributer is con- 
tinually jabbing one clip into another, therz- 
by taking a much longer time “ to work ’”’ 
your mall. 

Don't use so-called brinioidbaeel envelopes, 
that is, those that the address shows throug. 
a transparent plece over the front of the 
envelope. Nothing has ever been invented 
in the line of envelopes that has caused the 
average distributer to learn to cuss as has 
the * pee ah se veces

Reeds Used to! 


Protect Hot Beds 


OOK COUNTY, Iil., low lands are rich 
in a. product now being extensively 
used not only locally but in adjoining 
counties where truck farmers produce 
their own plants in hotbeds. 

The swamps furnish a thick growth of 
reeds or cat tails, out of which the farmers 
build high fences surrounding two sides of a 
se of hotbeds. The reeds are woven up- 
right, often one whole length above another, 
between the strands of fence wire. The 
reeds of courge are pressed clote together. 
an; extending around the north and west 
sides of the hotbends, shut off the severe 
winds and protect the beds from the coldest 

lasts. 

The same material is being extensively used 
to make thick, closely woven mats to cover 
the glass of a hotbed. For this purpose.the 
reeds are woven with the ald of stout cord 
30 that a mat may be rolled back when not in 
use as a covering. 

When a plant raiser desires to, have the sun 
shed its rays on the glass he. simply rolls 
tacks the reed mat, and at njght or on cold 
da!s the comtrivance is rolled flat again. 

Great quantities of this material! are gath- 
ered from the wide Calumet flats and from 
cther low places along the streams of the 
county.

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How to Make a Dutch Village: - Windmill as ‘Power’ 4 
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‘la BVICH VILAGE 


BY JACK KNEIFF. 


ERE is another scheme which was 
sugge&ted to me in the old world 
village of Goes, Holland, which, to 
mix up the traveler, the inhabitants 
pronounce ‘‘ Hooshe.’’ 

I had been “ doing " the island district of 
Holland by motorcycle and having crossed 
from the island of Tolen and continued my 
meanderings, found myself on the morn- 
ing in question in the ‘‘dam”’ or “ square ”’ 
of the town: maybe not the only square in 
it, but a fairly big one at that, with a pool 
of water at the center, several blocks long 
and say a block and a half wide, and into 
which the canals from different directidns 
came, under quaint bridges with big wooden 
counter weights above. 

Standing near the center of One side of the 
square and looking across, I was gazing di- 
rectly at the street on the opposite side 
of the water, but of all the traffic the feet 
of men and horses were hidden by the stone 
wall edging the pool. Thus as they passed 


back and forth there was no sense of foot 
motion and péople seemed to be merely mov- 
ing as if sliding on a board or drawn by a 
belt. 

At one end of the street was, as I remember 
it, a tower, and at the other a house, but any- 
way this stream of traffic came from behind 
a building at one end, continued along the 
street, and at the other end disappeared 
behind the house, or vice versa. 

Then the idea came, and later I fixed upa 
toy Dutch village on this plan. 

First I fixed up a piece of half inch board 


hie. (PEACE 


for the wall and marked it out like stones and 
bricks. - Back of this at each end, or near it, I 
fixed a spool pulley and a belt of sewing tape 
running around these so that its top surface 
ran just below the edge of the wall. The 
spool belt pulleys I supported to the wall 
board by a framework at each end. 

Then at one end of the wall board I fastened 
a tower of thin wood and on it fixed a wind- 
mill with great sails to turn it, connecting its 
shaft with a pulley on one of the spools, as at 
P, so the windmill In running would run the 


belt. At the other end of the “ street ’’ where 


the second spool pulley came I fixed a wooden 
house, H—cut in outline. 

The belt I covered with different figures cut 
of cardboard and fastened to the belt, these 
figures colored to suit, and finally in my 
model, though I haven't shown it in these 
drawings, I fixed up a row of pasteboard cot- 
tages of Dutch type in a line behind the ma- 
chinery and belt. 

This last part may take a little more of the 
art part than the average boy can compass, 


but the houses behind are not necessary, and 
if you want to rig the scheme up out of doors 
you can put it on the fence as I have shown it. 

The whole toy ¢an be made in the shop and 
nailed to the fence afterward, or you Can 
build it right on as you go. 

There is no hard work tu: the making of 
this toy and it is lifelike when it is done to 
see the Dutch villagers walking gayly down 
the quaint street every time the wind blows. 
All you will need to buy ter its making is the 
tape for the belt and you can probably fing 
some of that in the sewing basket or use « 
thin strap. 

The tower is cut out of the side of a cracker 
box or other thin wood, and is made about a 
foot high; you can make it bigger if you Want 
to. Back of this nail the stick, C, of sucha 
length that when a thin piece (b) is put on, as 
shown, g spool for a pulley will just fit in be- 
tween (b) and the tower with a quarter Inch 
to spare; the spool being fitted. with a tight 
wooden plug in its central hole, and small 
nails (n) fitted for spindles. 

The quarter of an inch at the side of the 
spool is filled up by nailing on a three inch 
puNey, P, of this thin wood, cut round with 
a knife, and grooved deeply with a file. 

The house is made of thin wood cut with 4 
stepped roof, and about as high in com- 
parisont to the tower as is shown by the 
arrow A. Back of this is fifixed a spool, just 
like the firét but without the pulley wheel, 
the axle of wood being allowed to stick out 
enough to fill this space so that the spools 
will rotate just opposite and in line with 
each other. 

Fix the belt of tape and measure where 
the tower and house will come to hold the 
belt tight, and then nail them to the fence 
or to the “ wall’ board if you make the top 
separate. Fix a spool near the top of the 
tower as at (p), having a groove cut in {t Just 
opposite the grdove in the‘pulley P below, and 
connect these with a string belt. 

The windmill proper is made by sticking 

four wooden blades cut as at E into holes in 
thie upper spool. Twist all these in their 
gockets to turn at an angle of about thirty 
degrees, all facing in the same way so the 
wind will rotate the wheel. 
The “ street,”’ which in this case is the 
tape belt, is now ‘filled with people”’ by 
cutting out a number of figures from card- 
board as in the drawings and a3 many more 
kinds as you can make up yourself that are 
good. 

The ones shown can be enlarged to any size 
by drawing the same number of squares, 
but larger, on a piece of paper and then copy- 
ing the pietures a square atatime. The flap 
BP’ ie left fastened to the feet of all the 
** folks,” and this, bent at right angles, is 
fastened to the belt. 

Do not give it on, or the flap will not go 
around the pulleys, but hold it In place by 
winding thread around bolt fap and tape as 
at (t). 

Anything not clear from the description 
can be easily made out from the drawings, 
and when done you will have a view much 
like that I had on that morning in * Hooshe ”

I am a milliner, and was thoroughly drilled 
in my trade before Jeaving for the city. 
Everywhere I went for employment a bar- 
rier I had not anticipated confronted me, 
seeming to grow larger the better the posi- 
tion. It was nothing more or lees than a 
want of Chicago experience. 

Since then I have had others tell me they 
have met with the same difficulty, even in 
cages where the question seemed absurd. 
Even the wholesale house asked the same 
question. But in the case of the wholesale 
houses it i# not quite so difficult to overcome 
the obstacle. They will nearly always take 
you in on trial if you have had any experi- 
ence, as the work in nearly all places is 
piece work, but they will not forget to tell 
you they prefer girls with city experience. 

In applying for retail positions I thought 
that the wholesale experience would bd a 
stepping stone towards Chicago experience, 
but I was not long in finding out my mistake. 
I did not want to take a step downward to 
secure the necessary experience. No; my 
ambition was to climb higher, if possible. 

Some of the better positions required State 
street experience also. So things seemed to 
be growing worse and worse. I could not 
help asking myself if hats in Chicago were 
so different from other towns and cities, as 
styles are practically the game the country 
over. 

I tried to reason things out, and decided I 
must find a way or make it to get the neces- 
sary experience. I walked along North State 
street, going from one millinery store to 
another, offering to help as aseistant de- 
signer with their pattern hats. Some stared 
at me, others gave curt refusals, etc., but I

It stritck him, too, as ridiculous 
and unfeasible, but he knew her: reputation.and-power, so 
he said; “ Tell her we shall be glad to publish it,” but added: 
“It probably will be at a loss, but in that case the under- 
standing is that we get her next novel.” Publishers are 
shrewd, far seeing. They want only the best thing. Just so 
with the young housewives of this land and the overworked 
women of more €xperience. They, too, wanted the best. 


“Common Sense in the Household.” 


They found it in Marion Harland’s “Common Sense 
Series.” For that was what she called her first cook books.

And how true is this remark of hers found 
tucked away in one of her recipes: “ The recommendation 
of the eye to the palate is a point no cook can afford to 
disregard. If you can offer an unexpected visitor nothing 
better than bread and butter and cold ham, he will enjoy 
the luncheon twice as much if the bread is sliced thinly and 
piled symmetrically ; if the ham be cut thin and garnished a 
bit, and the table cloth ‘and napkins white and glossy,”

Why red hair alweys has been the subject 
of ridicule among cbildren and the unthink- 
ing public is a question that is and seems 
ever to have been of absorbing, or, rather, 
distressing, interest to every posscseor of 
‘red locks. Just when, or for what reason, 
red Wair came ‘to be thus regarded neither 
history nor tradition has recorded. 

It is said that Judas Iscartof, who is in- 
variably pictured 4s an exveeGingly ugly 
creature, possibly to carry out the idea of 
hia unlovely character, had red heir. But 
the antipathy to red hair really dates much 
further back than the time of Judas. Old 
historians record the fact that the ancient 
Egyptians showed a markea aversion to red 
hair, and they had a most hideous custom of 
burning alive once every year one of these 
unfortunates. Perhaps they hada propheiic 
idea of the trouble Cleopatra, who is said 
by some authorities to have had red hair, 
would bring them— 

It seems also that the Chinese fn early times 
heated red hair and regarded it as an UJ omen 
of unfailing properties. “‘ This ts evicent,” 
gays one writer, ‘from the frequency with 
which the Chinese formerly applied the epi- 
thets ‘ red haired barbarians ' and ‘ red haired 
devils" to the English. ‘ahe Danes of early 
times were a despised people, largely due. 
st is claimed, to the prevalence of reddish hair 
among them. The Brahmins were forbidden 
to marry red haired women, which shows 
that even religious sects were guilty of the 
general tendency to confouna moral with 
physical attributes." 


x 
Romans the Most Appreciative. 

But there were a few among ancient peo- 
ples who appreciated red hair. With the 
Romans it was almost a passion, the color 
most admired being the carker shades, near- 
ly brown. This taste was especially con- 
spicuous in Nero's day. The modern Qreeks 
are also fond of “ burnished tresses " 

Among the French peopie the same aver- 
‘gion to red hair exists, and one of the reasons 
Sarah Bernhardt was considered ugly in her 
youth was because of her hair, which closely 
verged on the despised shade. 

Mnglish literature is thickly dotted with 
detrimental allusions to ruddy'locks. Rosa- 
lind, in Shakspeare’s “As You Like it,” 
speaking of Orlando, says: “ His very heir 
is of the dissembiing coior,”’ and Celia makes 
answer, “ Something browner than Judas’.”’ 

While authors in the past have persistently 
ignored the charms of the red haire@Q woman, 
{t has been quite difierent in the case of 
ertiets. The most prominent painter of 
auburn haired women is the great Tiz‘ano 
Vecelli, generally known as Titian. He, it 
geems, was the first to recognize the color 
value of the white flesh, red lips, and “live” 
hair of this type of woman. But, more im- 
portant than the fact that he recognized the 
peculiar beauty of this shade is thar he left 
his artistic name to supersede “ carroty,”’ 
and “red headed.” “brick topped.” and 
ether terms of opprobrium which are ap- 
parently as old as the prejudice against this 
color of hair itself. However, Titian’s biog- 
raphers, even those who devote to the events 
of his life and discussion of his character 
two volumes, have neglected to mention this 
important point.

“ Before applying henna it fs absolutely 
mecesstary to shampoo and-rinse the hair 
well, dry it, ang apply peroxide of hydrogen. 
if the hair is not sufficiently bieached a 
second gencral application is necessary, 
This process is indispensable to insure the 
uniform color of the hair; if the locks are 
mixed with white hairs—for the henna gives 
proportionate color to the white and dark 
hair—the result would be that the’ white 
hairs would be lighter than the dark and 
would cetract from the desired efiect. 

“if .the hair ts perfectly white, a good 
shampoo only is sutiicient. For blonde hair 
the strength of the peroxide of hydrogen 
shoula be twelve to fourteen volumes; for 
brown hair, fourteen to sixteen, and fof 
black hair twenty volumes. Its cirect use 
shortens the time it takes to bleach; am- 
monia should never be used with the per- 
oxide, unless the hair be thick and coarge. 

* &* 
Heat Augments the Action. 

“if it is desired to augment the action of 
the peroxide it may be done by warming it 
in a bain marie: piace the bottle containing 
the H-U*in a receptacie containing hot water. 
Put the peroxice in a glass or porcelain ves- 
eel, as a metailic vesse! would decompose 
it. In applying the peroxide divide the hair 
in many sections and moisten it well from 
root to point. 

“ Phen ary the hair weli with the hair dryer 
if possible; the heat of the gas concentrating 
the evaporation has more effect. While the 
hair is drying prepare the henna for the 
shade which you desire to obtain. It is im- 
portant to stucy the character~of the hair, 
for with ome shade of henna you can obtain 
several tints; a fine and naturally curly hair 
takes the color more quickly than coarse 
hair. 

“Por c¢ertain heads of hair an inferior 
shade of henna is best. Hor instance, to ob- 
tain a brown (chatain force) shade on fine 
hair, take the brown or light brown henna. 
if you wish to obtain a light shade upon 
coarse hair, it is necessary to take henna 
of a shade above the one you are about to 
produce It is tn all cases good to try the 
effect upon a smal! piece of hair first. 

* 


How to Prepare Henna. 

“The préparation of henna in powder or 
paste is cone in the bain marie (hot water 
bath). Take the necessary quantity of henna 

according to the legith and thickness of 
the halr—and put it im tepid water; the prep- 
aration should be _of the thickness of a 
thick chocolate, and mfx carefully so that 
no solid particles are left. After this opera- 
tion put your preparation in a hot water 
bath for fifteen minutes. ‘This time is nec- 
essary to allow the difierent substances con- 
tained in the henna to mix well together. 
The heating tn the hot water bath must be 
moderate, io avoid boiling of the henna, for 
the evaporation of the product is too great 
anc would be harmful to the action of the 
coloring. 

“The henna so prepared is now applied 
with a flat brush, taking care to apply well 
to the roots;; proceed by divicaing the hair 
in the same way as when applying the per- 
oxidé and finish at the ends of the hair. 
When all the hair is wel] impregnated with 
the henna put a towel around the head, 
also a coating of canvas, to concentrate ihe 
heat upon the head. The duration o1 the 
MTlicaiaton tor all shades of henna is 
twenty-five minutes, éounting from the mo- 
ment the head is enveloped. After this lapse 
of time rinse the hair with tepid water, to 
remove the paste from the hair; then give 
it a good general shampoo, and, acco: ding to 
jucgméent, wash the hair until completely 
clean. 

“In cases where a good deal of white hair 
exists it will be noticed that some of the 
white hajrs have not taken; this shouionot be 
a source of anxiety before shampooing, as 
after that process the white hairs wiil be 
found to be of the desired shade. 
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Lillian Russell. 


“The action of the alr also plays an tm- 
portant part in hair coloring with henna, 
and often the real effect can only be judged 
the following day, Whether the hair has 
taken the right shade or note The enect of 
the dye can be quickenea oy using the re- 
agent of henna, which Is to be applied to the 
hair after it is washed, just before it begins 
to get dry. The reagent not being a neces- 
sity, it should be used only i). cases where it 
is found to be necessary. 

“For light shades it tis often advisable to 
leave the henna on the hair a few minutes 
only, eapecially when chere are only a few 
white hairs in evidence ana it is intended to 
give only a tint to the hair. The duration 
of the application is best judged by the oper- 
ator herself; only practice in the use of the 
product Mpon 4 piece of hair will indicate 
this. 

“ Never apply henna to hdir to which @ 
dye having nitrate of sliver, or any salt of 
mercury, or oxide of lead as its base nas been 
previously applied. The :esuits would be 
disappointing, and no guar-ntee of shade 
could pe given; the same remarks also uolc 
good for hair that has been dyed with henna 
if metallic dyes are to be usea”

The two illustrated are eesily 


for Best Gowns 


By RUTH GORDON. 


If the architect has been neglectful of your 


comfort in the way of cldsets, or if you are 


fer any reason situated so that you cannot 
afford or find space for trunks and ward- 
robes, and you have no safe piace in which 
to bestow carefully your best gowns and 
blouses, except paper boxes which are poked 
under the bed, to be brought out with much 
tugging and pulling, a big wooden box is a 
decided improvement. It may be made of pine 
at small cost.. If the bed uncer which it is 
to be placed stands high from the floor ae 
valance will be necessary to conceal it. If, 
however, it is to be placed under a divan, 
the cot cover wil! hide its whereabouts. 

The measurements of the box depend upon 
the size of the bed under which it is to be 
placed.’ In length {ft should leave a couple 


of inches,-so that it may be freely. pulled 
out and 


skoved back. If it barely passes 


under the side piece it will be of the right 
height, for then the spring may not come 
down to touch it and thus disturb the repose 
of the sleeper with a hard esurface. The 
width of the box, like its length, depends 
upon the bed. 

The box should have a tight fitting cover 
so that no dust may get inside to ruin the 
costumes, Instead of the hinges being 
placed on the cover at the back of the box, 
however, the top should be securely fastened 
midway. across, the front portion alone being 
hinged. By this means it is only necessary 
to draw the dress box partially out into the 
room when it is desired to remove some of 
its contents. The box should have four 
small casters at the corners to aid In making 
jt easy of access. As the work of construction 
is simple, a carpenter should be able to make 
such a hox tr a stort time.

Bake large apples from which the core has 
been removed until soft, but not long enough 
to burst the skin. It is better to prepare half 

a dozen extra ones for emergency. When 
cooked, insert a marshmallow into the core 
space, put a cube or two of sugar on top and 
a few maraschino cherries. When ready to 
Serve turn over each a scant teaspoonful of 
brandy and light just as the table is reached. 
The brandy will-burn with a ghastly flame 
and melt the sugar and m arshmallows. 
Whipped cream served in a bowl is a deli- 
cious addition. 


Tomato Ice. 

Put in a saucepan one-half can of tomatoes, 
one pint of water, the juice of one lemon, the 
grated zest of one-half orange, three sliced 
apples, three-quarters of a cupful of granu- 
lated sugar, and a stick of cinnarfon. Heat 
slowly to the beitine point, then rub through 
a sieve, first removing the cinnamon. Add 
one-half cupful of juice from canned cher- 
ries, two ounces of finely chopped candied 
ginger, and a tablespoonful or two of ginger 
sirup. Freeze. Pretty served in hollowed 
out red apples. 


Mint Sherbet. 

Break a bunch of mint into bits, brulse it in 
a bowl, then add pint of boiling water. 
Steep for twenty minutes, then strain through 
cheesecloth; scald cheesecloth first. Boil the 
mint water with a cupful of sugar for ten 
minutes, then remove from the fire and add 
the juice of three oranges, one cupful of pine- 
apple: juice, a cupful of white grapes, skins 
and seeds removed, and the milk of a cocoa- 
nut if procurable. Turn into a freezer; when 
half frozen add the whites of two eggs ani 
continue freezing. ‘This may be colored with 
a little fruit green ff desired.

muff was of marabou with a wide border of 
willow plumes on either side, and this wae 
trimmed with a velvet bow, also eee 
with stones. 

Marabou bags are among the prettiest ot 
the noveities, and as they are really suitabie 
for many occasions they are having a most 
pronounced success. The white and pale 
colored ones are certainly charming. and 
they can be had in a variety of tints—paie 
blue, pale pink, and some delicate tones that 
are far from being white and really have 
no names. These bags are large and are 
made up to be as soft as possible. At the 
top they are gathered into a small clasp, 
and on the inside there Is an extra pocket for 
holding money. About midway down on the 
sides of these muffs there is an opening into 
which the hands may be slipped. and tryse 
openings have linings also of marabou. ‘ney 
are thoroughly comfortabie Iittle affairs and 
as light to carry asa feather. 

Most of the feather hats are small, ai- 
though one occasionally sees a broad 
brimmed affair with a high standing crown. 
These last always are made of two kinds 
of feathers, the brim of ostrich or marabou 
and the crown of something that wil) 1! 
flat and close. 

White brims with crowns tm soft gray or 
shaded browns are fashionable, and all white 
hats of two different.kinds of feathers are 
considered smart. Hats with fur crowns and 
feather brims are much used, and. they are 
extremely pretty and becoming. in shape 
these are modified Charlotte Cordays, the 
crowns being soft affairs and the feather 
brims put on like little ruffles. 

* * 

Some of the large dressmakers are making 
a specialty of feather belts and have launched 
some of the most delightful ones to be im- 
agined. They are combined with velvet, with 
satin, with bits of old and rare brocade, and 
even with lace. They are ornamented with 
jewels and with gold and exquisitely enam- 
eled buckles. Peacock feathers, gorgeously 
colored breasts of seagulls, and some of the 
brighter hued duck feathers are used for the 
foundations of these belts, and when they 
are finished and come from the workrooms of 
these great establishments they are veritable 
works of art. 

These belts are used on tailored suite and 
on afternoon gowns that are dark in tone and 
somewhat simple in style. One Bechoff David 
gown was of dark brown velvet showing the 
double skirt, the upper one being slightly 
pointed back and front and curving up slight- 
ly on either side. A tiny piping of geranium. 
red satin emphasised the fact of the double 
skirt. The bodice was simple in style and at 
the top it was slightly pointed and finished 
with a fichu shaped collar of the velvet. The 
sleeves were a little bit below the elbow and 
were slightly loose, and there were tight fit- 
ting undersleeves and a guimpe and high

On the 
former they are usually cut of exactly the 
game length as the skirt of the coat, thu? giv- 
ing the effect of a three skirted costume. 

A Beer model showing this style was of 
dark blue taffeta double faced with black 
velvet, both the taffeta and the velvet being

Charmeuse continues to be the fashionable 
fabric for afternoon wear. The favorite trim- 
ming is silk fringe. 
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enough sa to keep the skirt part of it from 
spreading open at the bottom. The cuffs 
were deep and the collar was a large rounded 
one with small revers, and those were all of 
black velvet edged with tlack silk fringe. 

When the coat of this costume was removed 
the upper part of the gown from the hips to 
above the bust was of the velvet side of the 
material, and there were sleeves and guimpe 
of dull gold embroidered net and a narrow 
dull gold embroidered belt. This is one of the 
most attractive tailored costumes that has 
been seen this season, simple and in the best 
of taste. 

*& 

An overskirt of the same lace covered the 
skirt as far as the knees and this was belted 
in at the waist with shaded velvet ribbon of 
the same tones as the flowers on the skirt. 
This beit was finished in the Yack with a 
smal] stiff? bow and long ends. The lower 
part of the bodice was all black lace over 
white mousseline, and the upper part con- 
sisted of a collar, showing long points back 
and front, embroidered on the edge with gar- 
lands of woolen flowers. 

The sieeves were of black lace and to the 
éibow and these were novel, being finished 
on the edge with a double plaiting of white 
tulle. Thie plaiting was fairly narrow on 
the under part of the arm, but on the out- 
side of the arm it stood halfway to the shoul- 
der and fell nearly to the wrist. In the 
middle of'the plaiting was a colored velvet 
ribbon which tied in a bow in the back. 

The mannequin who showed this mode! car- 
ried a tall white wooden stick finished at the 
top with a cluster of velvet flowers tied with 
a biack velvet ribbon. It was absoiutely a 
period costume and as artistic 2s it could be. 

Many of Beer's evening gowns show over- 
skirts draped inthe back. Theseare general- 
ly of lace and frequently these are of two 
kinds as we!] as two colors of lace. In front 
the lace often takes the form ofa short, tight 
fitting basque, or again it is tunic shaped in 


caded tissues, over which is draped white lace, 
are among some of the most beautful models 
shown. The tissues are usually embroidered, 
gometimes in colors, but more often in silver. 

One superb gown of this sert was nearly all 
covéred with embroidery, giving almost the 
effect of gold and silver changeable. The 
tunic of fine white lace was trimmed witha 
band of chinchilla, and over part of the front 
of the bodice were bands of the same fur. 

Poiret’s featherboned overskirt has evi- 
dently come to stay, for it has met with im- 
mediate and pronounced success.) [t is pre tty 
and it is chic, and, above all things, it is 
young. At first glance it looks the most dif- 
ficult of aH things to make, but as a matter 
of fact it ie the simplest affair in the world 
and within the capacity of any clever seam- 
stress. 

The overskirt, or really it is a tunic, is a 
trifie fuller than the ekirt that it drapes. 
The featherboning is put directly at the bot- 
tom and is the same size as the tunic, holding 
it out taut all around. It stands away from 
the underskirt about two Inches, and on slim 
and girlish figures the effect of this is flower- 
like and pretty. 

Poiret usually makes these gowns in shaded 
crépes, changeable chiffons, and mouseelines 
that are vivid in coloring and pronounced ip 
contrast. All these attributes add to the nov- 
elty of this model and heip.to give it its cachet

“MOREHOUSE. 


“Phere are 80 many practical one piece 
models shown in women’s dresses that ara 
easy to get in and out of, and so good looking 
when on, that the tallored skirt and coat 
worn With separate shirt or blouse is no 
longer considered the only suitable attire 
for women curing business hours. Serge, 
mok!‘r, or the naw worsteds are the best ma- 
terials for these aresses, and in making them 
up it will be Wise to avoid the usual white 
net or lace yoke, collar, and undersleves 
It is next to impossible to keep the white 
in these dresscs perfectly fresh and clean,’ 
and there is nothing which should be more 
guarged against than anything soiled or 
mussed locking. 

<xquisite cleanliness and attention to the 
details which go toward making one per- 
fectly dressed should be considere@ essentia! 
by every woman, and particularly by busi- 
ness women, whose time isso engaged during 
the day that there are few moments they 
can call their own. 

It is a satisfactory plan to look over one’s 
clothes before retiring at night to be sure 
that everything is ready to put on quickly 
in the morning. There should be no loose 
hooks and eyes, loose’ buttcons, ripped, torn, 
or spotted places, and this habit of having 
everything in readiness the night before is 
one that is pretty sure to be followed if once 
begun. 

A Gark blue serge, REN with black 
satin, makes an attractive one plece dress. 
Make the skirt from a six gored model, cut 
perfectiy plain except for an inverted plait 
at each side of the gore in the middle of the 
back. 

In the front, instead cf making the middle 
front gore run the full length, cut it off 
straight across the bottom, so that when 

inished in a one inch hem it will leave a 
length to be filled in nine inches deep. Set 
in a piece of the black satin to fill out the 
To do this the satin is seamed in in 
a regular seam, and the front breadth of 
the serge is turned in down the sides and 
finished across the bottom, then laid in posi- 
tion over the side gores, so that the folded 
edges lap over the seam lines ofthe side gores 
three-eighths of aninch. Baste these in posi- 
tion and ‘stitch down, stopping at the point 
where the hem is stitched across the bottom. 

Simulated buttonholes of black satin and 
small black bone buttons are set on the front 
gore. There are three, on each side, and 
the lowest ones come a little above the hem 
in the serge. 

The blouse part is cut from a peasant pat- 
tern, having the under arm plece which runs 
the full length. The satin is lajé on a light 
lawn lining so that it seems to form the main 
part of the blouse. Lay the middle front of 
the pattern on a straight fold of the satin and 
cf so that the satin forms a rather deep ‘‘V’ 


in both front and back and extends far enough 


down over the top part of the sleeves at the 
shoulder to make a ‘‘ V’’ on the top part of 
the arm. 

* ~~ 

Baste the satin In position on the lining and 
cut the serge part of the blouse so that it 
covers the outline of the satin well and laps 
by at the waist line in both front and back. 
surplice fashion. Let the material lap by in 
the same manner at the bottom ofthe sleeves 
on the upper side. These serge edges are 
turned in the same as ts the front gore of the 
skirt and stitched through both satin and 
lining, the stitching being three-eighths of an 
inch in from the edge. 

There is a standing collar and three-quarter 
length undersleeves of black marquisette, 
and the only trimming consists of the satin 
buttonholes and buttons, matching those on 
the skirt. There are three in the front atthe 
waist line, where the serge crosses, three on 
each shoulder, back and front, just inside the 
line of stitching and three on each sleeve 
where the serge laps by. A narrow belt of 
the serge finishes the waist line, and the ne 
ening is in the back. 

With perhaps two pretty one piece dresses 
and a good style separate coat, one has made 
a@ good start on the clothes needed for the 
coming cold weather. 

While a tailored suit is not necessarily the 
first choice of a woman for business wear, azhe 
will undoubtedly feel it a necessity to own 
cne as well as the requisite tailored shiri 
waists and one or more blouses to change off 
with. 

A suit for this purpose should be of as good 
material as can be afforded—and !t is a good 
idea to realize that it is an economy to have 
only first class things—and it should be plain 
and perfectly tailored. 

The six gored skirt seems better for a short 
walking skirt than almost any other kind, and 
a beautiful suit seen a short time ago had 
this number of gores in the skirt. The front 
and back gores each had a double box plait 
effect, and these were stitched down from 
the top to a little below the knees in the 
front and were left loose a little higher up in 
the beck, 

The side gores, instead of being cut full 
length, were cut off a little below the knees 
and iengthened by a scant circular flounce, 
cut in two sections. Around the bottom the 
skirt was finished with a deep hem, and down 
each side of the seam joining the flounce sec- 
tions were four buttons. These, with the 
stitching of the seams on the outside, formed 
the only decoration needed.

women's Coats cut from a dress sleeve pattern 
instead of a coat sleeve pattern. The coat 


sleeve is the better one to use. This gives: - 


the upper and under portions the same width— 
or nearly so—from the elbow to the bottom 
and does away with any fulling of the upper 
part of the elbow. From the elbow to the 
top, M is quite correct to have the under por- 
tion narrower than the upper, and this keeps 
tne same here out of sight. 

A blouse of marquisette or silk voile, the 
Same Shade as the ault, will complete a de- 
cidedly good looking costume. 

Where a lace or net. yoke is desired in the 
business dress or suit blouse it is a good idea 
to buy the white, if the color cannot ze 
matched, and have it dyed the same shade 
as the suit. To lighten the effect a little, 
mount this over White chiffon. 

Linen shirt waists, made with one or gev- 
eral tucks each side of the front and ;with 
full length sleeves having the tailored open- 
ing and link cuffs, are a necessity, and six 
will not be too many to provide oneself with, 
And now comes a part of one’s wearing ap- 
parel on which a surprisingly large or small 
sum can beexpended. Collars, stocks, jabots, 
frills, tles, etc. These accessories are more 
bewitchingly pretty and shown in a greater 
variety than ever before, and the most aston- 
ishing variety of prices is asked. Anywhere 
from 2 cents to $25 is being asked for a 
single jabot.

Of course it takes time to make these pretty 
things, but the work is delightfu! to do and 
it does not take long to make a jabot, for 
instance.

Velveteen or 
corduroy also make up well and with a dressy 
blouse this will do duty for many occasions. 

For theater and restaurant wear something 
a little elaborate comes in nicely and a serv- 
iceab!e and beautiful gown is made of black 
satin made up with a dull, dark gray chiffon 
mounted over the black. This no doubt 
sounds somber and perhaps not attractive, 
but this combination has Seen seen among 
some of the newest gowns and has a decided 
style. 

Make a plain seven gored skirt, having a 
high waist line, and a walking length. Have 
a one piece blouse, perfectly plain, of the 
satin. and over this mount the chiffon. There 
should be a couple of plaits in the chiffon 
on the shoulder, and it !s cut surplice fashion, 
both back and front. A Dias band of the 
satin outlines the sleeve and neck edges of 
the blouse, and a @elicate line of embroidery 
done in black silk floss, juet insi¢e the satin 
bands, makes an effective finish. There is 
a tunic overdress of the chiffon, cut from a 
circular pattern. 

The fullness at the waist line is gathered 
and hangs softly. while the width at the 
bottom matches that of the satin skirt. The 
lower edge slopes up in the middle of the 
front and back and rounds down to below 
the knees on the sidés. A bias band of the 
satin with a line of the embroidery above 
finishes the bottom edge.

a few days ago in Munich, Germany, the > 
life of a woman whose fascinating beauty 


whom Humboldt had termed a “ wunder- 
kind,” whom Heine had called the Messiah 
of the nineteenth eentury, and whom Bis- _. 
tmarck had conceded to be among the greatest men of 
bis age. The woman was Helene von Doenniges and 
the young man was Ferdinand Lassalle; and their tragic 
love story has taken its place in t.e long line of world 
famous romances from Antony and Cleopatra to Par- 
nell and Mrs. O’Shea. It has been told in every lan- - 
guage on the continent; and George Meredith used the 
material in his novel, “The Tragic Comedians.” 

The story of these lovers is the story of a. great 
passion mutually experienced, of obdurate. parents who 
had another match in view, and of the consequent duel 
which resulted in the death of Lassalle. This extraor- 
dinary young man, the leader and chief. hope. of, ‘the. 
Social Democrat party” was born in Breslau in the year - 
1825 of Jewish parents. After finishing his education 
Lassalle. went to Paris, where he made the acquaint- 
‘ance of the German poet, Heinrich Heine. With almost 
prophetic vision Heine said of him that he was born 
to die like a gladiator, with a smile on his lips.

Charm of Lassalle Irresistible. 
Lassalle was a man of handsome features, brilliant 


intellect, and masterful will. These qualities gained. 
him the entrée to the most distinguished society and 


made him all but irresistible to women. Upon his re- 
turn to Germany he quixotically championed the cause 
of a countess who had been mistreated by her hus- 
band, and this affair bronght him a great dea) of noto- 
riety. But in spite of some minor amours he never fell 
deeply in love till his thirty-eighth year. It was then 
that he met Helene von Doenniges. : 

Helene was the daughter of a distinguished Bavarian 
diplomatist and 19 years old at the time. She had . 
passed her life in the lax but luxurious upper circle of 
Bavarian society. She was precocious as a child and 


knew as much of the ways of the world at 12 as many . 


a girl does at twice the age. And she was as beautiful! 
as she was precocions. She -became célebrated for her 
Titianlike hair, and a Berlin friend laid much of the 
calumny heaped upon her to “ this. provoking color.” 
Entering a drawing room one night, she ‘was told by 
the hostess that Lassalle was there. | 
Mme.. von Doenniges wrote afterward in her remi- 
niscences: “He came into my life like the wind storm 
that rushes over forests and plains and destroys al)

It isn’t that any one has a right to

To tell this story one must go back. A little more 
than five years ago there lived on a rented farm north 
of the quaint little town of Rensselaer, Ind., a poor 
sort of soil tiller well past middle life.

Sage said it as if a little proud of the fact. 

‘“But I knew that land was the safest place to put 
money,” he said, “so I bought land. That’s the place 
to put it so you can’t lose it. -It was a wise thing. 
My land has increased in value so much that I could 
sell out now and clean up $30,000. I invested ncarly 
al! my money in land.” 

“And what do you think of the general idea of giv- 
ing large sums of money to people in that way?”

Three Stages in Advancing.

Christ, rapt prophet. In masterpieces of art known the 
world over you will find him, often not once but many 
times in the same work. His deep eyes hold you from 
within the white draperies of Hosea, the best known 
of Sargent’s prophets; his ts the figure of Sir Galahad, 
Watt's splendid young knight; his the St. George of 
Burne-Jones’ famous “St. George and the Dragon,” and 
his the torture racked body on the wheel in that mar- 
velbus painting “The Wheel of Fortune,” 

He was Holman Hunt's model for “ The Light of the 
World” and posed for Sir John Millaige “The Runner” 
and “The Order for Release.” One may recognise him 
in éleven of Sargent’s sixteen prophets in the Boston 
Wbrary, and fifty-eight of the armored knights of Ab- 
bey’s “Holy Grail” series were painted from Corsi, all 
the armor having been made to fit him by an old ar 
morer near Gloucestershire, where the artist executed 
the paintings. | 

These are only a few of the most renowned works of 
art whose reproductions probably decorate your walls 
in which you will recognize the wonderful Corsi head 
and figure.

Corsi Leader of His Peteislin: 


Corsi is an enthusiast amu a .eader—one may say the 
leader—-in his profession. For twenty-eight years he 
has put his heart and soul into a work which is popu- 
larly supposed to require only pulchritude and endur- 
ance. In spite of the oblivion in which the artist's 
model resides and the unimportance that is attached to 
his share in the creation of an art piece, Corsi has se 
well succeeded in vivifying his work and lifting it from 
mere plastic “property” posing to earnest. charactér- 
gation that he is regarded as an inspiration as well as 
a perfect model. 


He is nothing snort of a genius in arranging his own 
draperies, and his dramatic ItaNan temperament makes 
peesible the unlimited range of his impersonation. 
Burne-Jones always permitted him to assume his own 
poses and found his natural feeling for art and wonder- 
ful adaptability a great inspiration. One is inclined to 
speculate as to Just how great is many a famous art- 
ist’s indebtedness to the model, whose name is usually 
unknown but whose person and powers aided in making 
the artist’s name immortal. It was Abbey’s famous 
“The Penance of Eleanor Duchess of Gloucester,” that 
made him a member of the Royal academy; !t was Corsi 
Who posed for all the male figures in that~ beautiful 
painting. : 

He has several feats of endurance to his credit which 
are said to be quite unprecedented. When he was pos- 
ing for Sargent’s prophets he stood for three hours 
and twenty-five minutes In the draperies of Hosea with- 
out moving, because of the impossibility of arranging 
them again in the same manner. In that time Sargent 
painted in the whole figure. 


Tortured Expression Easily Assumed. 


For that grewsome painting of Watt's, “The Wheel 
of Fortune,” the artist had had constructed a large 
Wooden wheel about ten feet in diameter. To this wheel 
Corsi, the model, was strapped nude, with his back to 
the tire of the wheel. During all of one morning, at in- 
tervals of half an hour, the wheel was turned, while 
the artist painted in the desperate face of the tortured 
man—an expression Corsi says he was able to assume 
with ease. 

At another time while he was posing for the prophet 
Elisha.he used to breakfast on only brandy and eggs, 50 
that by drawing in the abdominal muscles he was able 
td) simulate the supposed gauntness of the prophet. 


Even more uncomfortable than the armored mail of 
the knights of old he found the Eskimo costumes ‘in 
which he posed for the pictures that Frank W. Stokes 
has made for the New York Museum of Natural His- 
tory. But these things are matters of pride with him, 
not cause for complaint. 

It was when Corsi was 11 years o10 that he entered 
Upon his career as a model. Felix Moscheles discov- 
ered him playing with a band of wandering minstrels, 
consisting of his father, who had been @ personal serv~- 
@ of Garibaldi and was left penniless after the war, 
his three brothers, and his sister. Moscheles, enrap- 
tured with the boy’s splendid head, took him with him 
to London and launched him inte ¢he life of the studios. 

There was always plenty of work for the handsome 
Young Italian, and when he had posed for “ The Crucis 
fixion” for Princess Louise, Duchess of Argyle, his 
Prestige as a model was established. This painting 
Was a memorial to the soldiers who died in the Boer 
War. It was not long after posing for this picture of 
the Man of Sorrows on the cross that Baron Rosen- 
Kranz requested him to pose for that painting of his of 
the devil. called “ Tempt.” 

All through Europe he traveled, posing In the studios 
of the world famous artists, estavlishing relations of 
ftiendship with many, and learning to know them and 
their evcentricities as only @ mode) could. Among those 
for waom he pose@ during thia time was Lord Frederick 
Leighton, Countess Fedora Gleichen, the late Empress 
Fredericka of Germany, Alphonse Le Gros, Bouguereau, 
Jean Leon Gérome, Lord Alma-Tadema, Prof. Von Hu- 
bert Herkomer, besides those already mentioned.

Tue ceiling» 
and walls of this studio were covered with reproduc- 
tions of this multitudinous man of cosmopolitan verga- 
tility, and about the room hung his costumes, almost 
a hundred in number. Here hung the plumed aat, gold 
lace, and velvet of the Florentine troubadour, and next 
to it the sackcloth and skull cap of a monk. Cardinals’ 
robes rubbed elbows with the gorgeous raiment of the 
9rient; mandarin and sheik, higalander and peasant, beg- 
zar and potentate, all might have found their own vest- 
ments complete and correct to the last detail in Corsi’s 
studio. 

The thoroughness with which he prepares himself 
for his work may be illustrated by his earnest study 
of the American Indian whica he undertook when he 
found that he would be called upon to pose as a red- 
skin. He spent some time In the west among the In- 
dians in their native aaunts, and he particularly likes to 
pose for the artiste who paint them extensively. George 
and Ernest Peixotto used him many times in their “ The 
Barter of Manhattan Island” and “ The Dutch Traders 
at the Bridge.” 

Corsi expects to make his home in Chicago foran indefi- 
nite length of time, having arranged to pose for the Acad- 
emy of Fine Arts and for the Art institute.

Germs. 


AT will science do next for humanity? 

One by one the old problems are be- 
ing solved, One by one the old curses 
are being alleviated. Man can see ahead 
now to a time when the world we live in 
will be a perfect habitation—when pain 
will have been abolished and when dis- 
ease will be unknown, 

Having practically conquered sleeping sickness, ap- 
pendicitis, cholera, and other diseases that pestered 
mankind since Adam contracted his first headache, 
the medical wizards-of the earth are looking for new 
worlds to conquer. Are they on the eve of learning 
the secret of dread tuberculosis? Is cancer about 
to yield up its uncanny truth and give way undér 
the tireless research of mankind? 

It is generally agreed that a new discovery is now 
due. 

It is only in the last century that we have learned 
that n-est of the diseases are caused by deadly bac- 
teria. The greater part of the human race die of 
the various infectious diseases, tuberculosis alone 
carrying off one-seventh of all who are born. It 
was Dr. Rudolph Virchow who first demonstrated 
the fact now universally accepted that disease is 
the behavior of the body cells under the influence of 
ar injurious .environment, This fact was the foun- 
dation for the modern science of bacteriology. 

France, that has always been among the first na- 
tions to encourage scientific thought and discovery. 
was ready to welcome and aid any young men who 
were ready to enter on this Important study. Louis 
Pasteur was the first to. offer his services, and he 
was given a laboratory and money to carry on his 
research. At this time the silk industry was suf- 
‘fering from some unknown cause, Pasteur began 
his work by showjng that fermentation is caused by 
germs in the air, After five years of investigation 
he demonstrated the cause of the disease to be bac- 
teria and devised a remedy that saved the silk in- 


dustry. 
* > 


Metchnikof an Original Investigator. 

One of the ablest and best known of these invest!- 
gators is Dr, Emile Roux. He is now the suDirec- 
tor of the Pasteur institute, and began his work by 
helping Pasteur in his last researches for rabies, 
Then he worked with Dr. Jersen, and their joint re- 
search led to the finding of the bacillus of diphtheria. 
He continued his work until he found the serum to 
cure it. In April, 1903, the Institute of Franee hon- 
ored this work by giving him the prize of Osiris, 
which is $4,000, 
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Metchnikoff is another or we scfentists who has 
done most of his work in the Pasteur institute, 
Though a Russian by birth he came to Paris when 
still a young man, believing that it offered better 
opportunities for his research, At once he aston- 
ished the older men who were working there by 
his original way of looking at things. After some 
patie#@#t work he made the statement that men and 
women die and grow old early because of harmful 
germs in the intestines, and that these are not pres- 
ent at birth, Lactic ferments, he claimed easily 
accustom themselves to the intestines and these 
produce a beneficial influence—they destroy the harm- 
ful germs, they help regulate the important organs 
of the body, These ferments may be taken either 
in milk that has become acid under their influence, 
in the form.of a powder, or compressed tabloids. 
These tabloids.are now sold in France and are used 
for. intestinal troubles. He then took up the study 
of diphtheria and its cure. ss 
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Metchnikoff says that the best toxin for well people 
besides the lactic ferments comes from boiling water, 
cooking meats, and even stewing fruits. He always 
drinks his water boiled and eats only cooked fruits. 
He continued his studies of deadly germs, believing 
that they were causing the prevalent disease of ap- 
pendicitis. He experimented for one year with mon- 
keys and to his surprise’ found out that this disease 
was being caused by small worms in the intestine. 
They are taken up in the water, through raw meat 
and salads and vegetables grown under ground. After 
satisfying himself that this was the cause he found a 
serum to combat the disease, In some cases it has 
proved satisfactory, few of the monkeys suffering 
with appendicitis when inoculated with the serum 
having died, and it has also helped to cure human 
patients suffering with the disease, 

During the last few years he has helped Dr. Koch 
verify his discoveries about sleeping sickness, its 
cause, and cure, He is now at work trying to find 
@ serum that will cure cholera, During the last 
months he has been working in Italy~and had ex- 
pected to go into Turkey when the war broke out.

. Curies Discoverers of Radium, 

Two other scientists have attracted the attention 
of all thinking Europe and America, the Curies. The 
discovery of radium was the more remarkable be- 
cause its production was so costly and the Curies 
had so little money to carry on their investigation. 
To obtain the first few fractions of a grain of 
radium they had to use several tons of pitch-blende 
residuc. 

Since her husband's death Mme, Curie has “been 
carrying on her work alone, It has been said that 
she has made no further progress in the investiga- 
tion since radium s discovered. 

Germany vies with France in honors with the num- 
ber of splendid laboratories for bacteriological in- 
vestigations and for able men who are using their 
genius to save life, Last summer Germany was 
the center for scientists and physicians from all 
countries, These men were bound for Frankfurt on 
the Main eager to visit Ehrlich in his laboratory and 
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WITH LEER 
see his experiments with his latest discovery called 
“606.” Besides his own laboratory Prof. Ehrlich 
has been working in the Royal Prussian Institute 
for Experimental Therapy in Frankfurt, an institute 
founded by the German government for scientific re- 
search. Prof, Ehrlich is director of this institute 
and as such controls the standardization and. distribu- 
tion of all antitoxins used within the German empire. 


Discovery of Indirect Value. 

He commenced his important series of researches on 
the structure of the human blood and its modifica- 
tion in disease, In heating the blood he found that 
the heat fixed or hardened the cells. By many ex- 
periments he learned that different cells or tissues 
can be stained while in the living state if once a 
dye stuff is found having the necessary affinity. 
Though this discovery had no direct bearing on his 
future work, it led to a knowledge of the specific 
affinity of chemicals upon which other work rests, 
He next worked out an elaborate theory concerning 
the manner fn which the animal body is able to pro- 
duce antitoxins. This is known as the sidechain 
theory. While Prof. Behring was at work on his 
discovery of an antitoxin for diphtheria Prof, Ehr- 
lich was working independently on the same subjéct. 
Since Prof. Ehrlich became associated with the Royal 
institute in Frankfurt it has grown until it contains 


nany important aepartments, The factories that 
produce serum must have it examined by the insti- 
tute and in this way the department supports itself. 
In America the government laboratory, which has 
charge of the supervision of antitoxins can only 
purchase samples in the open market, samples that 
are sold to the different drug stores, while in Ger- 
many a government officer is present when the horse 
is bled to secure the serum needed in the making 
of the antitoxin. A sample is sent to the laboratory 
and the rest is sealed until the sample is approved 
by the institute, 

Not satisfied with his important discoveries while 
Dr. Koch was working in Africa on sleeping sickness, 
Prof. Ehrlich was studying the subject in the labora- 
tory in Frankfurt. He soon discovered that those 
atoxyl derivatives that have most effect work indi- 
rectly. He concluded that the body had the power 
of reducing these substances, in other words of ab- 
stracting oxygen from them, and that these reduction 
products were the ones that cure the disease. He: 
therefore made a great number of these products, 
and one was finally found which proved to be a spe- 
cific. He called this arseno-pheny}t-glycin. It is a 
bright yellow powder which has to be kept in vacuum 
tubes. This drug is saii to cure all animals suffering 
with sleeping sickness, even when in the worst stages. 

Prof. Ehrlich discovered “606,” a cure for one of 
the worst blood diseases known to mankind, He 
experimented on rabbits in order to perfect this 
serum, This discovery has led to important discus- 
sions of the subject throughout Europe and America. 
Such men as Prof, Neisser of Breslau, Lesser, Wech- 
seélman, Frank, and Kraus of Berlin, with Pick .and 
Von Norden of Vienna are investigating it, In his 
work: Prof. Ehrlich never works quantitatively and 
rarely with a definite end in view. To use his own 
words he is simply a “play chemist,” and uses his 
researches as a means toward an end—that of curing 
disease and explaining the phenomena of the action 
of chemicals upon the human body,

Cure for Tuberculosis Found? 


In his work with tuberculosis Prof. Emil Behring 
claims that not only can he eliminate the disease in 
its early stages, but that he can arrest it after it 
has progressed far. He holds that there is no such 
thing as inherited tubercular conditions, though there 
may be some tendency. He calls his work the cura- 
tive principle. He calls his serum “T,. CC.” Prof. 
Beliring lives on a large farm near Marburg. Here 
he has 400 acres of land and about 400 cows and 
horses needed in carrying on his experiments. He 
had been aided in his work by the Nobel prize and 
the emperor has such confidence in his ability that 
he raised his salary*to enable him to continue his 
important work. He also won a French nrize called 
the Prix Lecave, which yielded him $5,000, and in 
addition he has $200,000 set aside by a Brazilian mil- 
lionaire for scientific investigation. He calls his 
cure the bovae cure and says it ts given in the form 
of a powder. 

The best known of these laboratory men is Dr. 
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Koch, who was born in the Hartz mountains, He 
worked many years in laboratories and hospitals be- 
fore he became known to the scientific world, His 
first work was the publication of his research on the 
artificial] dyeing of microscopic objects, especially of 
bacteria, These researches were poorly understood, 
until he succeeded in identifying the germs of cattle 
in the disease of tuberculdsis and cholera. Not sat- 
isfied with the result of his investigation Dr, Koch 
went to India, the home of cholera, to study this 
disease. In 1885 he was appointed director of the 
new Hygienic institute of the University of Berlin, 
His work her was so satisfactory that he was soon 
made director of the Institute for Infectious Diseases 
in Berlin. This is one of the largest and most com- 
plete laboratories of its kind in Europe, 


While working here he was ordered to lead the. 


investigating party sent by the German government 


for the purpose of studying the sleeping sickness in 


South Africa. He spent eighteen months on an island 
in Lake Victoria Nyanza, where he discovered that 
the only flies that carried the disease were the. tsets#@. 
flles—those that fed on the blood of crocodiles ané 
hippopotami. Soon after this discovery the sleeping 
sickness germ was identified as the real cause of 
this illness. The fiy merely served as a carrier: 
Now Dr. Koch claims he h&s found an atoxyl-arsenic 
preparation that is death to the germ.

Campenhout Discovers Second Method. 

It remained, however, for Dr, Emil Campenhout, 
who has lived many years in Africa, to discover the 
atoxyl method as a remedy for the disease. But 
Dr. Koch claims with his combination he can make 
a cure in a few hours, while Dr. Campenhout’s remedy 
often takes months. The cure is too=new to con- 
clude whiich is the better. 

These are only a few of the most eminent scien- 
tists who are working in the field of preventive sci- 
ence. Besides the laboratories that are aiding them 
in their scientific research these have given impetus 
to others working along the same or similar lines. 
One of the best known and most successful is the 
Jenner Institute for Preventive Medicine. Lord Lis- 
ter is ehairman and such able men as Alfred Salter 
and Sydney Rowland are its bacteriologists, It was 
in this institute that Dr. Ehrlich made his investiga- 
tions of diphtheria, The University of Liverpool has 
the well known laboratories of the Thompson, Yates, 
and Johnson in physiology, pathology, and bacteriol- 
ory. It was this laboratory that furnished one ex- 
pedition to South Africa to study the sleeping sick- 
ness, 

Last summer there was opened a new hospital in 
London. Like the Rockefeller hospital it is designed 
for poor and rich alike. Patients need not pay 
here, for it is intended to develop independent scien- 
tific study. It devotes itself to diseases such as 
tuberculosis, cancer, etc, 

In Vienna there is a similar institute, but the work 
is largely devoted to the study of cancer and the 
use of radium. Budapest also has a well equipped 
laboratory supported by the government; its investi- 
gators are studying radium, Then there is a great 
institute at &t, Petersburg supported by the govern- 
ment which is.doing splendid work along the lines 
of bacteriological studies.

Medical Progress in Last Decade. 

In World's Work Dr. Woods Hutchinson lists the 
important medical achievements’ of the decade as 
follows: - 

Discovery of the tuberculin test for tuberculosis. 

Identification of the house fly as the principal car- 
rier of typhoid. 

Identification of the tsetse fly as 
sleeping sickness, 

Recognition of the mosquito as the cause of yellow 
fever and of malaria. 

Recognition of the rat as the principal carrier of 
the plague, 

Discovery of the hookworm and its cure. From 15 
to 30 per cent of southern rural population are af- 
fected. Twenty-five cents’ worth of thymol will ef- 
fect a cure. 

Discovery of antitoxin for typhoid fever. 

Discovery of antitoxin for cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis, reducing fatalities from 70 per cent to 25 per 
cent. 

Identification of the germ causing the worst forms 
of blood disease, and discovery of tests which demon- 
Strate infaction and cure. 

Transference of vital organs from one animal to 
another without death to the animal. 

In regard to tuberculin Dr. Hutchinson says: 

“The great discovery of the decade has been the 
skin tests of Calmette and Von Pirquet. Simply by 
scratching or rubbing a little tuberculin into the skin 
a reaction is produced which” enables us to discover 
the disease at the earliest stage, when it is as cura- 
ble as measles and long before it has become infec- 
tious to others, With the aid of this test we can 
break up each nest of diseases as fast as we discover 
it. We can stop our present practice (as illustrated 
by New York City) of burying 10,000 cases of the 
disease every year and breeding 20,000 new cases 
to take their place, which means that each case 
before it died infected at least two others.”

HE week's rea! estate market was of an 

exceedingly uneventful character. 

There was nothing of real importance 

in the entire list of the reported sales, 

while the minor transactions, which al- 

ways ke up the bulk of the week's busi- 

ness, Were fewer in number and of @ less 

important character than has been the case 
for several weeks past. 

There were a few transactions in wert side 
factory property, notably the purchase by 
the Stewart & Clark Manufacturing company 
ef the property at Wolfram street and the 
Northwestern tracks as a site for an addition 
to its plant and the purchase by the Chicago 
G@tee) Foundries company of a tract of twenty- 
three lots at Kedzie avenue and Thirty-sev- 
enth streets as the site for a new piant. 

There also were a few north side residence 
sales and a fair run of medium priced fat 
gales and vacant in various parts of the city, 
with signs of some activity in the vicinity of 
South Forty-elghth avenue. As a whole, 
however, it was a@ week of commonplaces 
without a single noteworthy feature. There 
also was some abatement in the volume of 
small business, as indicated by the figures of 
the recorder’s office, although the showing 
in this field compared well with the figures 
for the corresponding week a year ago. 


New State Street Deals in Sight. 


There is considerable doing, however, itn 
the way of negotiations, if current reports 
 @fre to be believed, taking in both the central 
district as well as outlying property, and 
one downtown deal, which probably will! be 
consummated within a week or ten days, tak- 
ing in a prominent State street corner, is 
likely to create something of a sensation be- 
cause of the high values established, as wei! 
as because of the magnitude of the trans- 
action, which will set a new mark for that 
street in this particular. 

‘There ig another deal of $400,000 on the 
street, said to be as good as closed, and one 
of about $800,000 on Wabash avenue in the 
game situation. One on Dearborn street 
with a consideration of over $200,000 is also 
gaid to be nearly ready for announcement, 
so that it can be seen there is considerable 
doing in an important way. 

Much interest has been aroused as the re- 
guilt of the publicatior in last Sunday’s Trrs- 
une of the téntative plans which have been 
prepared by Mr. Delano for a new passenger 
terminal for the Western Indiana road on 
Twelfth street. Of course, the big project 
fs much in the air as yet and much remains 
te be done, but ever since the Twelfth 
street widening project began to look like 
one of the accomplishments of the near fa- 
ture the belief has been growing among those 
who heve studied the situation that the 
Twelfth street terminal was a certainty. 


Sequence of Wideudng Street. 

Tt is regarded as the Inevitable sequence 
of the widening of the street. and the genera! 
belief is that it will not be delayed long, even 
if the Lake Shore road may not be willing to 
forego its advantage of position and, drop 
back with the roads further south. 

Whatever the outcome, it is evident the 
publication of Mr. Delano’s plans has af- 
fected realty conditions in the south district. 
Some owners who a few weeks ago were 
ready to entertain propositions looking to 
the sale of their properties at certain figures 
are said to have suddenly changed their 
minds, while prospective buyers are’again 
in evidence, although there is a disposition 
to hold off until the roads’ plans assume a 
more definite form. 

Of interest, also, is the sale by Mrs. Hetty 
Green of the vacant block on the west side 
of Greenwood avenue, between Fifty-first 
boulevard and Fifty-second street, 443x164 
feet. The purchasers are said to be promi- 
nent builders, who probably will improve with 
high class apartments. The consideration 
is withheld, but the property is thought to be 
worth about $70400 Thesale was negotiated 
by H. O. Stone & Co., who are said to have 
negotiations pending for several more of 
Mrs. Green's holdings. 


Scores Realty Law. 


Recorder Abel Davis, also president of the 
Real Estate Title and Trust company, gave 
expression to some interesting criticisms of 
existing laws governing real property at the 
weekly luncheon of the Chicago real estate 
board on Thursday. 

“TI do not think I am putting it too strong- 
ly,” he said, “ when I say many of the laws 
of IlHinois which have to do with public rec- 
ords are so archaic they have become an 
economic burden upon the business of deal- 
ing in real property. Our legislators, instead 
of attempting to alleviate the burden, seem 
year by year only to add to it.” 

He spoke particularly of the evils attend- 
am upon the jodgment debtor question ani

the indiscriminate filing of affidavits in the 


recorder’s office, and declared that in the 
face of these recognized evils the legislature 
has added to property owners’ burdens by 


enacting a law which is to be submitted at: 


the election of Nov. 7 making every judgment 
in excess of $200 rendered in the Municipai 
court an immediate lien upon the debtor's 
real estate. 

“Tf it becomes a law,” he said, “ft will 
be prohibitive for John Johpsots and Bill 
Smiths to own real estate in this county.’ 

He said that for every dollar saved judg- 
ment creditors the property owners of Cook 
county have to pay many more dollars in the 
increased cost of abstracts, and asserted that 
it‘was not fair to throw thie exorbitant ex- 
pense upon the property owners. 

“Instead of conferring this privilege upon 
gfoudgment creditors in the municipal courts,” 
he said, “ it should be taken away from them 
in the other courts of the county and the law 
should require a transcript of every judg- 
ment, every decree, the pendency of every 
suit affecting real estate to be recoréed in 
the recorder’s office.” 

The freedom with which affidavits are filed 
fn the recorder’s office he declared to be “ one 
of the most vicious practices in the commu- 
nity,”’ and that “no more fruitful method 
has ever been devised to blackmall titles ”

Pelled todo She doesn’t have to cook if-she

She has to command, guide, and oversee 
them, and do give her some leisure and free- 
dom of mind in which to doit.

Style in English Renaissance. 

The style of the building is that of the 
English renaissance, of the period of Charles 
II, and James II.—a time made memorable 
by Sir Christopher Wren, the architect, and 
Grinling “Gibbons. the great wood carver. 
One of the chief features of the building will 
be the interior court, with its fountain 
flower beds, terrace, vases, and carpet of

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Miss Todd's Appeal Convincing. 

Miss Todd, the state factory inepector, 
went later, but from all accounts her service 
counted every time he spoke. Miss Todd 
makes her argument from the human side 
of the industrial problerh and the great 
need for the mothers to express themselves 
in state and national affairs. Her appeal for 
votes for women on the ground that women 
must have the political power, not only to 
protect themselves but to protect each other, 
her knowledge of actual conditions, and her 
vivid portrayal of what she knows, made a 
deep impression on those who heard her. 

As factory: inspector Miss Todd knows of 
conditions of which California is as yet al- 
most ignorant, except by hearsay, and she 
prophesied thet unless the women of that 
state are on guard the opening of the Paname 
canal will bring such an influx of immigrants 
as will precipitate upon that commonwealth 
all the conditions and all the industrial hor- 
rors with which the eastern and middle states 
are vainly trying to cope.
